H e jumped 
back into the house and a m om ent later 
made his escape, either through the rear 
door or a side window. H e dashed through 
the crowd, the officers being on the other 
side of the house, and disappeared in the 
darkness, m aking his escape. 
It is now learned that the nam e of the 
desperado is Jerry Sm ith. OnSuDdaylast he 
is aliegpd to have outraged Mrs. Simmons, 
a middle-aged woman living in that local­ 
ity. A warrant was got out for him yester­ 
day, and when the officers went to serve it 
he began shooting as related above.

1 have 
just returned from there and found that (lady 
was burned, the house robbed and everything 
they could not take away broken or destroyed. 
Ten he id of horses were driven away. Mvseit 
and two ot the boys followed the trail to where 
they made the iirst stop and had apparently- 
cooked something. 1 do not think there were 
more than tour or five in this bunch. I think 
they divided up after killing Cady. 
I think they are the same oiies who have 
robbed the raneh and stolen our horses three 
times within the last year and a t.alf. 
By the time I struck their trail it was too old 
to follow successfully. As far as I followed 
them they were going south into Old Mexico. 
We picked up lour head of horses, one from the 
Corraliuis and the others from Corralitos ranch 
Frank Cady's last check of 150 was taken or de­ 
stroyed by the Indians.

A STAG E COACH W R E C K E D . 


A n E n g in e R une In to m C onch Iu th e 
D ark , w ith F a ta l R esu lts. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , May 3d.—A coach con­ 
taining several persons was struck by a 
train on the Pennsylvania road this m orn­ 
ing. F. K. W ombratli and Jam es Dungan 
were killed and others injured. 
The coach contained eleven m en, m any 
of whom were local politicians, and it is 
said that they were on their way home 
from a jollification. W orabrath was form­ 
erly a member of the City Council. H aifa 
dozen others are more or less seriously in ­ 
jured. Dungan was C>5 years old. 
L a te r —The accident" occurred shortly 
after 1 o'clock this morning. The coach 
contained eleven men. The parties were 
members of the Masonic fraternity and 
were returning to this city from a visit to 
Dr. Boyer of Bridesburg, W orshipful Mas­ 
ter of the lodge to which they belonged. 
Howard Gibbs, one of the mjured, did not 
belong to the party bnt had been overtaken 
on the road and allowed to rioe with the 
driver. The brief delay caused by takiug 
on this extra passenger undoubtedly had 
much to do with the calamity which fol­ 
lowed. The night was hazy, rendering ob­ 
jects indistinct, and it is supposed the 
freight train approached the crossing un­ 
perceived by those in the coach. 
The en­ 
gineer. when he saw what had happened, 
stopped the train as soon as possible. 
Stretched upon the cow-catcher, bruised, 
bleeding and insensible was Johnson, the 
colored driver. A square below the cross­ 
ing the horses were found dead and gashed 
to pieces lying close together. The force 
of the blow m ust have been terrible, for 
the shoes were torn from the front feet of 
one of them , anfi the other had his leg cut 
off close to the trunk. 
Further up the track the wagon, dashed 


to tinderwood, was discovered in a heap, 
and a few feet away from it were the bodies 
of W ombrath and Dungan. Close to them 
lay their fellow-passengers, Sm ith aud 
W illus, who were quite senseless, but the 
others, with the exception of Dr. H ale and 
Meyers, were groaning pitifully. Two of 
the injured, Samuel Smith, a" wholesale 
liquor-m erchant, and Frank Wilgus, a 
druggist, are expected to die.

E l P aso (Tex.), May 3d.—To-day a com­ 
m ittee left for the City of Mexico for the 
purpose of inviting President Diaz to be 
present at the opening of the Fort W orth 
Spring Palace. The formal invitation is

The committee bear 
with them a letter from Secretary Blaine 
to Minister Ryan, introducing the mem­ 
bers of the committee and asking Ryan to 
co-operate in inducing Diaz to come to 
Fort W orth.

President 
Diaz has instructed

C h ic a g o , May 8d.—To-mcrrow will be 
the third anniversary of the H aym arket 
riot, and that the Anarchists of this city 
propose to give a day of observance is evi­ 
denced by the printed address or circular 
which has been issued from some secret es­ 
tablishm ent. 
Chief of Police 
Hubbard 
found a copy of it in the mail to-day, and 
another was fouud lying upon the pedestal 
of the H aym arket Police Monument, which 
is to be dedicated on the 30th inst. 
The circular is of an inflam matory char­ 
acter, in that it lauas the virtues of the con­ 
demned and executed Anarchists, and de­ 
nounces all the officers who bad anything 
to do with securing their conviction. It, 
however, does not resort to force or the do­ 
ing of any overt act. It speaks of the 
meetings to be held on the anniversary of 
the riot. 
The suppcsitiou has been "that 
the Anarchists would make some dem on­ 
stration on the day of the unveiliDg of the 
m onum ent. 
Chief of Police Hubbard was inteiviewed 
concerning the circular this afternoon. H e 
says he scarcely thinks it possible the A n­ 
archists will attem pt an outburst upon the 
day the statue is uuveiled. H e said every 
precaution will be taken to secure the 
safety of life and property upon that day. 


AN IM PO R T A N T D EC ISIO N . 


T h ere Can B e N o C on fiscation o f P rop ­ 
erty W ith ou t D u e P ro cess o f L aw . 


P e n s a c o l a ( F la .) , May 3d.—The Supreme 
Court of Florida has rendered a decision of 
vital im portance to railroad corporations. 
The Board of Railroad Commissioners in 
in 1887 fixed the rates for the Pensacola 
and A tlanta Road Company, which com­ 
pany asserted they were too low to enable 
them to earn enough revenue to pay the 
operating^ expenses, and refused to adopt 
the rates fixed. The Commissioners brought 
suit against the railroad to recover the pen­ 
alties and obtained judgm ents in the lower 
Court for several thousand dollars. 
The railroad company appealed and the 
Supreme Oouit now reverses the judgm ent 
of the lower Court, holding that the reduc­ 
tion by the Legislatura or Commission of 
the rates of a railroad to a point too ljw to 
perm it it to earn operating expenses, is a de­ 
privation of property w ithout due process 
of law and w ithout a ju st compensation, 
and is confiscation, and in conflict with the 
State and Federal Constitutions. 
This is the first decision of the kind by a 
Court of last resort. 


C eleb ration In M id-O cean. 


N e w Y o r k , May 3d.—The few American 
citizens who were unable to take part in 
the centennial either on this or the other 
side of the Allantic, because they were on 
mid-ocean, did not after all perm it April 
30th to pass without a celebration. There 
were a num ber of prom inent Americans 
on board the steam ship Sahn which ar­ 
rived this morning from Bremen, and those 
were patriotic sons of their country, who 
celebrated in mid-ocean. 
On April 30th, 
Centennial Day, the Sahn was a little over 
half way across the Atlaniac. 
The day 
bad been the topic of conversation in the 
cabin, and great things had been promised, 
so it came about that the first thing the 
American passengers heard when they 
awoke on the m orning of April 30th was 
“America.” 
The magnificent steam ship was decked 
out in the greatest glory. Flags caved 
from every available inch of the ringing, 
and the bridge was a feast for the eyes. 
The early part of the day wasspent quietly 
at dinner in the m ain saloon, where An. eri 


can flags were distributed. After dinner 
the ceremony opened with prayer, then 
lollowed music and patriotic speeches.

W a s h in g t o n , May 3d.—The appointm ent 
by the President to day of six Uuited Stales 
District Attorneys and three United States 
Marshals has stirred up the patriots, and 
they are all now on the qui vive, expecting 
that their time will come next. 
The selec­ 
tion of Carter B. Harrison, a brother of the 
President, as Marshal tor the Middle Dis­ 
trict of Tennessee, was urged by the people 
of that section of the State, among whom 
he has lived for m any years. 
H e is sev­ 
eral years younger than the President, and 
resides with his family at Murlreesborough, 
where lie has been located since the close 
of the rebellion. 
Marshal Harrison served 
with credit and distinction in the Union 
arm y, aud come out of the war Captain, 
and has been a successful business m an in 
the com m unity where he resides. 
There 
was no other applicant for the position, 
and the appointm ent gives general satis­ 
faction among the Tennesseeans, a large 
party of whom called at the W hite House 
to-day to thank the President for his actio” . 
As ruentioued iu these dispatches re­ 
cently, the candidates for Public Printer 
are becoming exceedingly anxious. There 
have been no new developments aud Os­ 
borne’s chances are as good as any. 
There was a report to-night that Meredith 
would be appointed Public Printer at the 
eud of the fiscal year, and that Charles E. 
Coon will succeed Graves as Chief of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Coon 
is a warm personal friend of Secretary 
W indou, and the Secretary is said to favor 
Coon’s appointm ent. 
The illness of Sec­ 
retary W indom to day served to delay the 
action in the appointm ent of Collectors of 
Customs and internal Revenue. 
It is the 
Secretary’s intention to take up and fill 
these offices as fast as possible. 
Among the callers at the W hite House 
to day that attracted unusual attention 
was Representative Evans of the Chatta­ 
nooga, Tenn., District, who brought with 
him an elderly gentleman who has been a 
very active thorn in the side of the South­ 
ern Democracy. Colonel A. D.Collier. The 
Colonel is a protectionist of the most pro­ 
nounced type, and a visit to ihe President 
with a Republican escorter is really a very 
significant affair. The Colonel owned the 
Nashville American, and let it go to push 
the Nashville Union into existence. It" did 
not take him long to squeeze the propri­ 
etors of the American, and in a little while 
the two papers were consolidated. At ail 
times aud in all places has the Colonel ad­ 
vocated protection for American industry. 
H e has made a very reputable fortune 
out of iron, coal and railroad operations, 
and wants nothing for himself. 
H is ad­ 
vice is being taken by this Administration 
although he still thinks he is som ething of 
a Democrat. Just now he is believed to be 
figuring on a grand combination of protec­ 
tionist Democrats and Republicans 
in 
the South, but more strongly founded 
rum ors say that be is on the eve of head­ 
ing a big procession of Democrats who 
don’t want free trade.

Mr. Prmdent-SiK: I have the honor to place 
in your bands the letter from the Queen, my 
august sovereign, accrediting me us her Euvov 
Extraordinary aud Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the United States. In fulfilling this pleasing 
duty 1 desire to express my sense of the dis­ 
tinguished character and special importance of 
the mission her Majesty has been graciouslv 
pleased to confide to me aud assure vou that nb 
effort will be wanting on my part to worthily 
discharge the great trust. My utmost endeav­ 
ors will be devoted to the object which her 
Majesty and her people have so much at heart, 
the maintenance of the relations of peace aud 
friendship which happily exist between Great 
Britain and the United Slates, and strengthen if 
possible the many ties which unite these two 
great English-speaking countries, destined to 
exercise the most beneficial influence lor the 
advancement of civilization and the promotion 
of happiness throughout the world. 1 believe 
the citizens of the Uuited States reciprocate the 
feelings of amity aud good will 1 have ex­ 
pressed, and are animated by the most kindly 
sentiments toward her Majesty's people. I am 
also convinced that in my relations with the 
Government of the country over which vou 
preside, 1 shall meet with that spirit of justice 
aud conciliation for which its statesmen are so 
eminently distinguished, such qualities it will 
ever be my earuest wish to emulate. 
The circumstance that I enter upon mv di­ 
plomatic functions at the time ol the Washing­ 
ton Centennial, when a nationaltiibute is being 
i tiered by this country to the greatest ot her 
sons will ever be associated iu my memory with 
the distinguished honor I have had this day of 
being presented to the Chief of State.

It is as follows: “ i o forfeit to the United 
States $100 per m onth of his pay for rrfne 
m onths and be reprim anded in orders. 
The Court is thus lenient in view of the 
evidence before it that in the spaces so con­ 
fined as those above the arch in the tunnel 
it was alm ost impossible to secure good 
work under the contract system imposed 
by law.” 
President Harrison approved of the ver­ 
dict and ordered it carried into effect. 
He 
then says 
“ Tne gravamen ot the offense 
of this officer was the neglect of a verv 
high and im portant duty. 
It is not very 
im portant 
from 
a m ilitary standpoint 
whether pecuniary loss did or did not re­ 
sult to the Government, but that very great 
lots and inconveniences have been in­ 
flicted upon the com m unity by the delays 
which have resulted from the failure to 
discover prom ptly the faulty and fraudu­ 
lent character of the work. The swgges- 
tion that the strictest and most faithful 
supervision of the progress of such work 
is powerless to detect and correct the 
sham s which were practiced by the con­ 
tractors in this case is a discredit to the 
engineering profession and entirely inad­ 
missible. 
The sentence imposed by the 
Court seems to have given full effect to 
every suggestion that mitigates the offense.''

W a s h i n g t o n , May 3d.—Assistant Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Bussey to-day made a 
peculiar order in the pension case of Jam es 
Dunn, a soldier in the Fortieth Massachu­ 
setts Regiment.

L o n d o n , May .'id.—The cross-examina­ 
tion of Parnell was continued to-day. P ar­ 
nell testified that he had often reproved 
W illiam O'Brien, editor of United Ireland, 
for the violent .articles that appeared in that 
paper. 
He had not publicly repudiated the 
articles, because he did not consider that 
the way to effect the alteradora he desired' 
in the toae of the articles. Parnell said 
that he considered O’Brien's teachings were 
iu advance of his own. 
Parnell said he had never heard of 
Egan's being associated with “ The Mar­ 
tyrs' Fund ” for the benefit ol the families 
of the Pho tiix Park murders. 
He saw 
nothing crim inal in the fund, and rather 
thought it was right to assist the innocent 
victims. 
H e could not recollect denouncing the 
outrages between In78 and L88I. He b>*- 
lieved the outrages perpetrated to have 
been the work of sm all secret societies. 
The witness was then asked whether, if 
the secret societies adverse to the league 
had existed, and a vast majority of the 
people had belonged to the league, this 
would have been ample evidence, if ob­ 
tained, to convict the perpetrators of the 
outrages. 
lie parried the question, saying that it 
might or might not have been the case. 
Here occurred a most rem arkable inci­ 
dent in the witness' cross-examination. 
Attorney-General W ebster quoted a state­ 
m ent made by Parnell in the H ouse of 
Commons during a debate on Forster’s bill 
in 1881 suspending the writ of habeas cor­ 
pus, to the effect that secret societies had 
then ceased to exist in Ireland. 
" Dili you believe that when you said it ?"’ 
asked the Attorney-General. ' 
“ No,” replied Parnell. “ At any rate it 
was a grossly exaggerated statem ent.” 
There was a buzz of surprise throughout 
the Court room at this response. 
" Did you or did you not,” continued the 
Attorney-General, “intend to misstate the 
fact when you made that statement ?" 
“ I have no doubt 1 did,” was the reply. 
The Attorney-General—“ IM iberatelv 
Parnell—“ Yes, deliberately.” 
The Attorney-General—" You 
deliber­ 
ately made the statem ent knowing it to be 
untrue ?” 
Paruell—“ Yes, or if not untrue, very ex­ 
travagant and boastful.” 
Attorney-General — “ You have never 
since w ithdrawn it ?” 
Parnell—“ N o ; 1 have not.” 
The nonchalance with which the witness 
made these admissions astonished the audi­ 
ence and elicited hisses. 
“ Probably,” added Parnell, “ the state­ 
m ent was made to mislead the House. 
I 
am afraid it did not, for the bill was passed. 
My purpose was to exaggerate the etYect 
the League had in reducing the num ber of 
secret societies. The League undoubtedly 
diminished the num ber of secret societies, 
though it had not swept them awav an I 
stated.” 
Parnell was next asked w hat had become 
of the Land League books. 
H e explained 
that some were brought to London and 
were before the Commission. The cash 
books and ledgers had disappeared, he did 
not know where. Neither was Treasurer 
Kenny, Egan, or any other of the league 
officials able to teli w hat had become of 
them . The letter books end tiles of letters 
had also vanished. 
Presiding Justiee H annon here impressed 
upon the witness the fact that the Court 
attached great importance to the missing 
documents, and Parnell promised to try to 
find them.

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FREE CITY OF LUBECK. 


REMARKABLE CHARITIES IN THE 
FAMOUS CUT. 


A P eople M ore Proud o f Their B irth­ 
righ t than th e T itles Conferred 
by Em perors and K ings. 


(.Special Correspondence of the Rkcord-Union.] 
L u b e c k (Germany), March 5, 1889. 
There is no city in Europe which can 
give more to its visitors, in the way o^ 
medieval antiquities, than the old, free 
city of Lubeck, which at one time was the 
m06t powerful of the great Hanseatic 
League. A t the time of the discovery of 
America Lubeck was at the bight of its 
prosperity, and numbered 90,000 inhabit­ 
ants. 
The effect which America had upon the 
commerce between Eurojie and India was 
the destruction of Lubeck and its sister 
cities, whose trade fell into the hands of 
England and the Netherlands. So rapid 
was its fall that in 1800 it had hardly 
more than 20,000 people, yet fortune seems 
to be looking this way again, for Lubeck 
is springing into life for a second time, and 
can now count 60,000 happy sons and 
daughters. The view of the city is ex­ 
tremely picturesque, and must be in sum­ 
mer one of the loveliest spots in Germany, 
for then the green foliage of trees and 
vines, in which the place is rich, would 
find an added charm in the contrast with 
the red brick walls and Gothic towers. 
It 
is in the use of bricks that the Lubecker 
has been most successful, and has intro­ 
duced to the world a style of architecture 
which admits only the simplest forms, hut 
at the same time 
MOST WONDERFUL EFFECTS IN COLOR 
And carved surfaces are had to relieve the 
otherwise too plain spaces between the 
windows and the sparsely used buttresses. 
Glazed bricks of red, black, dark blue and 
greens of all shades are arranged in pat­ 
terns which couform to the lines of the 
building and show with great beauty 
against the lusterless color of the main 
walls. One part of the Rathhaus is built 
of black glazed brick with trimmings of 
red, producing an effect of great richness, 
while a frieze of terra cotta or a light col­ 
ored stone divides the doors. 
This fine 
building was erected in 1442, the beautiful 
stairway being added about 100 years later. 
The magnificent Rathskeller, the well-kept 
vaulting of which has been newly deco­ 
rated in good taste, gives a glimpse into 
the past and a taste of the olden time also 
in its good wines, while in one of the 
rooms was, in very old German, the fol­ 
lowing by no means new sentim ent: 
Many a man does loudly sing 
When to him his bride they bring, 
But could he know just what they brought 
To cry instead of sing he ought. 
Like London, Lubeck has many chari­ 
table institutions, but unlike those of the 
world’s metropolis they are not dependent 
upon the uncertain income from contribu­ 
tions, being founded upon the firm rock of 
a well invested fortune. 
From earliest 
times it has been the fashion with dying 
ladies and gentlemen, who wished to quit 
this world in as good style as they had 
lived in it, to leave their money to endow 
some new or to increase the foundation of 
some old charity, so that now there are in 
this small city over 230 such institutions, 
owning among them 
some 
20,000,000 
marks. No taxes are required from these 
charities for any of their properties. The 
wealthiest and most interesting of these 
institutions is that of “ The Holy Ghost,” 
near the now unused Church of St. K ath­ 
erine. The front of the edifice is in the 
peculiar style of Lubeck, with a warm 
coloring which takes away from charity 
her usual coldness. 
The 
entrance is 
through a chapel, which, with most of 
the other buildings, was built in about 
1230. The walls in places are frescoed 
with quaint old subjects which have been, 
in many parts, changed and restored in 
modern times. The chapel is used for serv­ 
ices at limes, but not 
every Sunday, 
and has a chilliness al>out it which "is 
common to all Roman churches which 
have been converted to Lutheran uses. 
The charm of the warm exteriors is en­ 
tirely wanting within, where vast fields of 
whitewash have destroyed the once beauti­ 
ful effect of light and shade produced by 
the grey stucco and dull red brick. 
Á 
huge iron coffer stands by one of the sup­ 
porting columns, to receive alms, and if 
it were filled with copper only it would 
contain a good fortune, so large is it. 
A 
door opposite the main entrance, over 
which the text, “The blood of Jesus Christ 
m ikes us clean from all sins,” is painted iu 
■old German, lead to 
THE MOST REMARKABLE PLACE 
I ever visited. 
Imagine a large Gothic 
church witli two long aisles, on either side 
of which are, in place of the usual pews, 
little rooms with doors 
and windows. 
Wearing apparel is hanging outside to air 
and jieople are seated before their doors. 
This is the strange village inhabited only 
by old people who have come to poverty. 
These little rooms, which have ceilings 
about ten feet high, contain the bed, table 
and other furniture of the occupant, who 
has birds or flowers or what he will to 
occupy the time. Such very old j>eople, 
and all so small, as though they were 
growing back to childhood, bodily as well 
as in mind. There are 150 inhabitants 
now, and every one I saw seemed to con­ 
sider this 
life a very 
pleasant one, 
if 
an 
opinion 
may 
be 
formed 
from their smiling faces. 
By the terms of 
the endowment each person, man and 
woman, receives 45 cents pocket monev 
every week, which is also increased by 
■numerous small amounts during the year, 
■as at Fentacost $1 80 is received for the 
purpose of buying pork, and at Michael­ 
mas time 121 cents “carp money” for buy­ 
ing this iavorite fish. Someoue who was 
very fond of the dish left a sum, the inter­ 
est of which Is to purchase the livers and 
lr.ngs of certain animals for a hash. 
Ry 
one of these peculiar wills (which was left 
by a bachelor of Lubeck), if it is carried 
out, this institution will in time rival the 
Rothschild family, and make Lubeck the 
money center of the world. The original 
3um is to be held with 
INTEREST ON INTEREST FOR ETERNITY. 
The good Secretary has figured out that 
in 3380, A. IX, the sum will be 26,000,000 
times tnat which France paid Germany 
after the late war, or 616,000,000,000,000,­ 
000 marks. 
If eternity could ouly have 
an end, it would l>e a glorious bonanza to 
be a “ poor l.ubeeker.” 
Another old 
bachelor, who knew the value of a man, 
has left an endowment for fifty widows, to 
in some way partly console them for their 
loss. 
Life is not all happiness in Holy 
Ghost Charity House, for they have house- 
cleaning time just as the rest of us do, and 
I imagine the delight of the fifty widows 
as they drive the disconsolate male pen­ 
sioners aliout with mop and water. The 
food, 
which 
is 
cooked 
in 
a great 
kitchen and given out to the pension­ 
ers, who come with their dishes, is of 
the best quality, and consists of beef, 
soups, rice, oat-meal. j>earl barley, cabbage, 
also mutton and pork and bread and milk ; 
the hill of fare is changed daily and once 
in two weeks a pound of butter is given to 
each, while once in four weeks one-half 
liter of salt. On all holidays a double 
portion is given, in order that the pension­ 
ers may make merry with their friends, 
while Easter feast bring a measure of beer 
and a half liter of wine. The daily por­ 
tions are so large that the relatives and 
friends of the (lensioners share with them, 
and thus a great deal of outside poverty is 
relieved. 
At noon there is quite a stream 
of visitors with tin pails, come to take away 
their share and thus these old people, de­ 
pendent upon charity themselves, yet have 
the pleasure of giving to others, and per­ 
haps that greater pleasure of self-denial, 
that some sickly grandchild or old friend 
may have the choicest hits. 


T H E IR K IN D AND W RIN KLED FACES 
As they gave me “ goad day ” seemed to 
carry a blessing with them. Two warm, 
home-like living-rooms attached to the 
building are for the use of the members, 
and the rooms of the sick, in a quiet cor­ 
ner, are as beautiful as any sick man could 
have. The most common medicine used is 
the oeal of wines, so the wise old |>eople 


do not very much dread being on the sick 
list. No church has ever been used for so 
novel and appropriate a purpose, and 
though the pennon preached in it is a long 
one it never tires anyone. The building 
or guild-house of the Schiffergesellschaft 
is a quaint, old. Gothic house, over the 
entrance of which is written “ Allen zu 
gefailen ist unmoglich ” (To please all is 
impossible), but it would be a very 
unreasonable person who would com­ 
plain of the entertainment for eye and 
palate given within. 
The walls and ceil­ 
ing are decorated with paintings and 
trophies, 
there 
are magnificent can­ 
delabra dating from 1535, 
when the 
building 
was 
erected. 
Relies 
of 
the old Admirals of Lubeck, with models 
•f their ships, the hour-glasses, by whose 
quick running sands those same old Ad­ 
mirals had to gauge their festivities, in 
dread of the good frau at hom e; the great 
stone mugs and glasses of those bygone 
days, and much beside, keep the mind so 
interested that the empty stomach even is 
forgotten until a well-cooked meal placed 
before you draws you with marvelous 
rapidity into the nineteenth 
century. 
There seems to lie a chance to eat some­ 
thing and drink a little in every place, but 
what we call a “ square meal” is not com­ 
mon, yet at the end of the day, after the 
round of visits and little dinners is com­ 
pleted, you find that the circle has been 
nearly squared, and if it be only in the 
octagon stage a glass of bock and a fat 
little bock-sausage will successfully bring 
out all the angles into as square a meal as 
ever an American dreamed on. 
Amid all 
the medieval scenes it is possible to have 
in Lubeck, and in all these cities of North 
Germany,, there is 


A WONDERFUL STREAM OF MODERN PRO­ 
GRESS, 
W hich will he applauded by all but the 
antiquary. 
New buildings are taking the 
place of old, and fine modern-built dwell­ 
ings are springing up aliout the city, in 
wide streets lighted by gas and electricity. 
Tram-ways and elevators assist the trav­ 
eler in two directions, though the “lift,” as 
an elevator is called in England, and 
rather laboriously put into English on the 
hotel card I have before me as “ascend ing­ 
room,” is by no means so manageable or 
safe as ours. 
Henry, the Lion, founded the magnifi­ 
cent cathedral in 1173, but it was not com­ 
pleted till 1331, since which time it has 
externally remained 
unaltered, though 
the two copper-covered towers, 394 feet in 
hight, a few years ago showed a tendency 
toward coming down into the city, so the 
frame-work was made shorter on the oj>- 
posite side, the huge masses tipped the 
other way, and now show a percept­ 
ible incline, which, however, does not 
detract 
from 
their 
beauty. 
One of 
the best pieces of work to be seen is the 
railing of iron about the altar, which 
ought to have a special interest for us, as 
being the work of H. M. the Devil, in 
1522—possibly the last physical manifesta­ 
tion his Majesty made in this world. 


IN THE GREVERADEN CHAPEL 
Is one of Memling’s best paintings, con­ 
taining over 200 figures. 
Larger than the 
Cathedral, and with a mechanical clock, 
on which at noon the twelve Apostles 
walk past and salute the Christ, excepting 
Judas, who goes by without an obeisance, 
is the Marien Church. 
Its spires are 407 
feet high, the building 335 feet long, and, 
within, the hight is 162 feet, the ceiling 
being most wonderfully groined. 
In one 
small chapel is the gem of Lubeck’s riches. 
It is the picture by Overbeok, which rep­ 
resents the leaving of Christ’s body in the 
tomb. The artist was a native of Lubeck, 
and died in Rome only a few years ago. 
The “Entry Into Jerusalem,” by "the same 
artist, is also owned by the church, and 
these two pictures are worth a long jour­ 
ney to see. 
The city gates of Lubeck are picturesque 
and well preserved, the Burgthor espe­ 
cially, which was built in 1444, so the in­ 
scription says, and near which the famous 
von Blueher with the remnant of his army 
fought with Bernandotte, Murat andSoult; 
that was in 1806, but Waterloo soon came 
and Blueher learned the glories of victorv 
as he had known the bitterness of defeat. 
Both events are shown on bis memorial in 
the neighhboring city of Rostock, where 
he was born. 


THE ABSENCE OF ROYAL MEMORIES 
And princely names strikes the stranger 
as remarkable; also the scarcity of noble 
families, but there was a time when to be 
a Lubecker was to be a Prince, and the 
successful soldier would receive no title 
from the King for whom he fought, as his 
birth-right was more. Some such idea 
have we in America, and the traveler finds 
himself at home among the descendants of 
those strong and birth-proud aristocrats 
who, in centuries before Independence 
Day, thought it nobler to do their work 
for the glory of God and the honor of their 
free city than to earn the titles and 
bear the arms granted by any Prince of 
this world. This love of freedom is a tree 
of such strength that it still lives and 
will bear fruit in ages to come, when the 
Enqierors of Germany shall find their sup­ 
port more true and honest in the children 
of the freemen of her Hansa town than 
among the titled descendants of servants.

A correspondent asks the R e c o rd -U n io n 
to give him some ideas as to the best plan 
upon which to construct a hen-house suit­ 
able to the climate of the foothills. W ill 
some of our successful poultry-raisers send 
us the result of their experience? We 
shall be glad to make this department of 
the paper one of value to farmers, horti­ 
culturists and vineyardists, but we do 
not pretend to be an infallible authority 
on all matters pertaining to their business. 
If farmers and fruit-growers will write 
their experience they can be of great serv­ 
ice to their fellow-men and aid in the 
building up and proper development of the 
State. 
POTATO GROWING. 
D. B. Harrington, writing to the Wis­ 
consin Agriculturist, gives the following 
very valuable information: 
“ Preparation 
of the seed is essential. This consists in 
planting nothing but fully developed, per­ 
fect tubers, cut according to approved 
methods. 
When we deposit these cuttings 
in the ground we do not plant the true 
seed, and the product is only a reproduc­ 
tion of the same tuber, and is the same in 
effect as in-breeding of animals. That is 
why varieties ‘run out,’ or deteriorate, so 
that in a few years the best kinds are no 
longer worth planting. To prevent this 
deteriorating as much as possible, we aim 
to keep up the blood through treatment of 
the seed. 
“ In cutting, I adopt a standard to which 
all pieces are sized. 
The aim of the 
grower is to raise a crop, even in size, free 
from deformities, and at the same time 
reach the highest yield. Small potatoes 
are of 
little 
account. 
One hundred 
bushels to the acre, with fifty bushels un­ 
salable, is really only fifty bushels per 
acre. 
My effort has been directed singly 
to this point, 
to obtain an even-size 
yield, without an overgrowth or an un­ 
dergrowth, and after twenty-five years of 
study, labor and experimenting, I am 
convinced that 
this is the only true 
method. 
Commencing at the stem end, I 
cut to the heart of the potato, two eyes to 
each piece, and all the pieces of a size as 
nearly as possible, rejecting the seed end. 
While the seed end will grow and pro­ 
duce, it works great mischief. The cluster 
of eyes on the seed end, numbering from 
five to eight, will all grow. 
Each eye 
represents a cluster of tubes numbering 
five or six, making in all about forty 
tubes subsisting on the one piece of parent 
flesh, only large enough to feed five or six. 
The 
result 
is, 
that 
two 
or three 
of the most advanced and vigorous will 
consume the greater part of the parent 
flesh, leaving the balance to starve. These 
in consequence become stunted, or dwarfed, 
and ripen premature. 
In this condition 
they remain in the ground until quickened 
by a friendly shower, when they put out a 
second growth in the shape of warts, crooks, 
prongs, or an elongation equally as bad. 
Any portion of those deformed tubers will 
impregnate the seed with bad blood, and 
these deformities will be likely to show 
themselves each year more marked. Farm­ 
ers must learn to treat their potato seed with 
the same care that they do their seed 
wheat, seed corn 
or seed animals if 
they would 
become successful growers. 
Where superfluous 
eyes 
are in the 
way, cut them out and throw them 
away. 
Cut to standard size all the pieces, 
whether a whole tuber will make two or 
ten pieces. 
These pieces being all of a 
size, planted alike, fed alike and cultivated 
alike will produce alike—the desirable, 
even-size crop. This is what we term 
seed treating.’ ” 
RATIONS FOll STOCK. 
By the bounty of Congress, experimental 
stations are to lie, all over the United 
States, filled with the best 
and most 
learned chemists and scientists. 
They 
will naturally, and probably very correctly, 
tell the farmers what are the best rations 
for each class of stock on the farm. They 
will tell us that it is necessary to feed bran, 
oil meal, corn fodder and hay, etc. But 
would it not be better for Professors to tell 
the farmers how to use to the best advant­ 
age what they do and can raise on their 
farms? 
No matter how much philosophy, 
chemistry, sociology or nitrogenous agents 
thev may hurl at the farmers, they will 
feed what they can raise. They will not, 
and should not, haul to market and sell 
their corn to be skinned by Chicago scoun­ 
drels, and then buy and haul hack to their 
farms oil meal, bran or any nitrogenous 
or albuminoid foods. They will not haul 
and pay freight both wavs, and lose the 
middlemen’s profits on both articles. Bran 
is scarce in Iowa, and will grow more so 
year by year. Oil meal is dear, and the 
mills are frequently a long distance from 
the farmer. 
But flaxseed can be raised on 
any farm, so can oats. The object there­ 
fore should lie to educate farmers how 
these things can be profitably raised on the 
farm and be best and most profitably used 
for ¡flock, instead of insisting on such food 
as the farmers will never procure when 
corn, clover, hay and oats can be so easily 
and cheaply raised. 
Let us have practical 
sense at our experimental stations to rec­ 
ommend improved ways of using what we 
have. 
It is the only way they can be use­ 
ful to the country and the only way they 
can gain the confidence of practical farm­ 
ers.— Des Moines liegister. 
RECOMMENDED FOR CURLED LEAF. 
The following spray or wash is strongly 
recommended as a remedy or cure for 
curled leaf’ on the peach tree. 
We 
hope that a number of our peach growers 
in different sections of the ¡átate will give 
it a careful tria l: “ Dissolve one pound of 
blue stone (sulphate of copper) in four 
gallons of hot water; when cold, add one 
pint of commercial ammonia; to this add 
sixty gallons of water.” 
Peach trees sub­ 
ject to “ curled leaf” should be sprayed 
with this mixture or wash while in bloss­ 
om, or while the blossoms are falling. Bet­ 
ter results would be obtained by spraying 
a couple of weeks before the trees blossom 
and then again just after the blossoms fall. 
This spray qr solution should be applied 
under as great pressure as possible and 
with a very fine spray nozzle, throwing a 
mist on the tree and foliage with consid­ 
erable force. 
It is said that this wash ap­ 
plied as above will destroy the germs 
which cause “ curled leal” on ]>eaches. 
Col i/or n in Fruit-Grower. 


FERTILIZING FOR FRUIT TREES. 
Those who are planting out orange 
orchards should consider carefully the 
need and cost of fertilizing within two or 
three years after their trees are planted. 
The home of the orange is not upon the 
rich loam lands where corn and alfalfa are 
wont to thrive. It is not aloDg the deep 
river bottoms where the peach will bear 
for years without the aid of manure, but it 
is rather upon sandy and rocky land, or 
land that has a large proportion of clay 
and sand. This soil is not rich for fruit 
and vegetables like the river bottoms, but 
it is warm and freer from frost than those 
lands, yet this reddish clay soil is not a 
strong soil, and when the trees are in bear­ 
ing it must be fertilized freely. This will 
cost a round sum j>er acre, and those who 
contemplate setting out orange 
trees 
should not plant too many trees. 
Because 
ten acres will pay, one hundred acres will 
not pay ten times as much. 
Don’t set out 
more trees than you can take care of and 
fertilize abundantly.— Orocille Register. 


WHITEWASH THE POULTRY HOUSE. 
Now that spring is near at hand, do not 
forget to thoroughly clean and renovate 
the poultry house, and finish up the job by 
giving the inside of the building two coats 
of whitewash, which, mixed in the follow 
ing manner, will stick on rough boards: 
Slack the quick lime in boiling water, and 
to three gallons of ordinary whitewash add 
one pint of molasses and one pint of com­ 
mon salt. Stir the mixture frequently 
while putting it on. 
NOTES. 
The Monterey cypress and the stately 
blue gum must go from the small fruit 


ranches. They take up the moisture and 
strength of the soil for a distance around 
the trees equal to almost their hight. The 
cypress hedge is beautiful, but costs too 
much to keep it in proper condition. Only 
those who can afford the ground should 
have the blue gum. 
Every weed that sprouts is one seed less 
to come up. 
If the weed is cut down, it is 
destroyed. By constantly cutting them 
down the most obstinate field of weeds can 
be destroyed. 
It requires work and time 
to do so, but there will be less work to 
perform after the field is cleaned of the 
weeds another season. 
In Canada the law imposes a tine of $5 
for each tree infected with a lungus growth 
called “ black knot.” 
Many of the East­ 
ern States have very stringent laws on in­ 
sect pests, and the fruit-growers succeed 
best where the law is enforced. 
Too many men, and women too, will not 
even make a start unless it is at the top, or 
at least half way up the ladder of horti­ 
culture. Of course, they must go down. 
Why not start at the bottom, especially if 
you have but very small means? 
Grape must is no longer an experiment. 
Professor Hilgard reports that the fermen­ 
tation of must from theGeyserville factory 
was so completely normal that no one 
would have suspected that the must was 
not made from fresh grapes. 
As soon as a sufficiency of green food 
can be provided, cut down the grain ration 
of the hens. 
By so doing they will keep 
in better health, and lay a larger number 
of eggs. As a rule too much grain is fed 
to poultry. 
Cut clover hay should not he expected 
to take the place of grain. 
It is good feed 
for some purposes, but should always be 
fed in connection with grain in order to 
secure the best results. 
Young ducks drink water very often 
when eating, and should be plentifully 
supplied with all they can drink, but 
should not be allowed on ponds until they 
are well feathered. 
Wood ashes are excellent on the flower 
beds. 
Roses need an application of them 
now. 
All kinds of flowers will be bene­ 
fited by super-phosphate and ashes at this 
season. 
The shorter the peach tree is cut back 
when planted the stronger and healthier it 
will he after its gets a start. Keep the soil 
around young peach trees clean and loose. 
The thermeometer and the barometer 
should he used by all farmers. After hav­ 
ing used them awhile they will be consid­ 
ered indispensable adjuncts to the farm. 
A piece of chain eight inches long at­ 
tached to a siap buckled around the colt’s 
leg above the fetlock will stop his kicking 
in the stall. 
Cultivate the peach orchard in the same 
manner as when cultivating corn. That 
is, use the cultivator, and stir the top soil 
frequently.

W e read of E gypt and its vast 
population, an d we w onder a t th e prom i­ 
n en t place it occupied in th e w orld at th e 
tim e o f th e P haroahs. 
R ecently E nglish 
engineers have discovered a defile leading 
from th e N ile, w hether n atu ra l or artificial 
th ey cannot tell, b u t across it there is a 
dyke constructed of m asonry, w ith regu­ 
lating gates, and they describe it as equal 
to, if no t surpassing, any w ork o f m odern 
tim es. 
Below w here this ends there is a 
basin of 250 square m iles and of great 
depth. 
Evidences all around th is basin 
show w here th e ancients resided. 
T here 
is a vast co untry below th is basin, w hich 
wa9 once irrigated and sustained a large 
population. 
T he E nglish propose to repair 
this w ork and utilize th is basin, and re­ 
claim a large p art of E gypt w hich has been 
a desert for thousands o i years. 
T his E gyptian w ork is pretty au th e n ti­ 
cally ascertained to have been constructed 
eighteen h undred years before th e com ­ 
m encem ent of th e C hristian era. 
B y refer­ 
ences to it by G reek w riters and o th er evi­ 
dences its age is pretty accurately ascer­ 
tained. 
In th e little island of Ceylon we have 
au th en tic history of w orks of irrigation for 
about five hundred years before th e com ­ 
m encem ent of th e C hristian era, an d tor 
nearly fifteen centuries every ru ler o f th at 
island vied w ith his predecessor and tried 
to surpass h im in irrigating w orks and in 


MAKING LAKES TO SAVE WATER, 
A nd they increased th e population so th at 
it rose to be betw een fifteen and tw enty 
m illions, and w hen these w orks were de­ 
stroyed by invaders th e people died and 
were reduced to less th an 2,000,000 in n u m ­ 
ber, w hich has been increased som ew hat 
since th e B ritish rule, and is now about tw o 
and a half m illions, and they are largely 
supplied w ith food from India. 
In In d ia there are w orks of very ancient 
origin w hich show th e highest state o f en­ 
gineering. 
A large portion of th e snrtace 
of In d ia is covered w ith reservoirs and ar­ 
tificial lakes, w hich support a vast popula­ 
tion. 
In Palestine, Professor M arsh tells 
us, th at a t every step you see ruins o f h y ­ 
draulic w orks, show ing it h ad once been 
densely populated. 
So of Persia, parts of southern Europe, 
A rizona, M exico and South A m erica. M ore 
th an h a lf the people of the w orld have 
alw ays subsisted by irrigation. 
Perhaps 
m ore th an tw o-thirds of th e people now 
living pursue th at practice. 
W e are especially benefited, especially 
blessed here w ith an area larger th an any 
other on the globe, w here there is suffici­ 
ent rainfall to prosecute farm ing w ithout 
the necessity for irrigation. 
B etw een th e 
n in ty -n in th parallel of west longitude and 
the A tlantic Ocean the country will gener­ 
ally 
produce 
crops w ithout irrigation. 
W est of th at to th e Pacific Ocean it requires 
irrigation. T here is but a narrow strip th at 
does not require it, th e northw est corner of 
California, and those portions o f Oregon and 
the T erritory of W ashington th at Tie west 
of the Cascade M ountains. T he arid region 
has an area of m ore th an 1.200,000 square 
m iles and is capable of sustaining, on any 
reasonable calculation, a 
population of 
200,000,000 people, perhaps m ore. 
T his 
railroad is in th is region, and it has pro­ 
duced vast results. 
T he people on their 
ow n account, w ithout surveys by th e Gov­ 
ernm ent, adapted to it, w ithout law s m ak ­ 
ing it convenient, have already irrigated 
about 0,500,000 acres. 
M r. Cockrell—W hat States ? 
M r. Stew art—In th e U nited S tates—all 
the States pu t together. 
I have been exam ­ 
ining that, and had Professor Pow ell assist 
m e,and I find there is an area app ro x im at­ 
ing 0,500,000 acres under irrigation in the 
U nited States. 
M r. George—Is th e soil of th a t irrigated 
area good ? 
M r. Stew art—T he best in th e w orld. T he 
country seem s to be a barren desert, u tterly 
w orthless, w here nothing but horned toads 
can subsist. 
P u t w ater upon it, and it w ill 
produce beyond an y th in g you can com pre­ 
hend. 
Y ou have only seen th e cultivation 
by rainfall. 
M r. C handler—H ow about 
th e 
sage­ 
brush ? 
M r. Stew art—W herever you can 
find 
sage-brush you can rely upon fertile land. 
The land there is as productive as any 
other land in th e U nited States. 
It is not 
leached to th e extent th at other land is. 
T here is a com bination of m ineral aud veg­ 
etable m atter th at is w ashed dow n upon it 
from the m ountains, and irrigation, w hen 
properly conducted, 
fertilizes the land. 
T he w ater from the m ountains brings dow n 
w hat is called silt and fertilizing m aterial, 
w hich is just suited to produce large crops, 
and land w hich is properly irrigated from 
ru n n in g stream s w ill produce crops for 
thousand of years w ithout any other fertil­ 
izer. 
T he valley of the Nile, th a t has been 
cultivated, according to history, m ore than 
4.000 years, is as rich to-day as it was when 
first cultivated. 
Irrigation renew s and re­ 
freshes it, and there is no end to th e fertil­ 
ity of our arid laDds if they can be properly 
irrigated. 
Irrigated land w ill produce such 
enorm ous crops and so continuouslv th a t I 
w ould hardly dare tell w hat I have seen, 
because I do not w ant to entirely lose m y 
reputation for veracity on th is floor. 
Now, we have this great field. 
It is b ar­ 
ren, and it is th e com m on fate of m a n to 
be at w ar w ith th e desert. 
T he desert has 
driven him back, and he has subdued the 
desert in tu rn , and th e w hole history of 
m an from his first attem p t to cultivate the 
soil has been a struggle w ith th e desert. 
T he people of th e U nited States have no t 
u ntil 
now 
been 
brought 
face to face 
w ith 
th is 
problem , 
because, as I said 
before, 
we 
occupy 
th e 
largest 
area 
o f laDd suitable for cultivation w ithout 
irrigation in th e w orld. 
T here is no other 
section on this habitable globe equal in ex­ 
ten t to the land in th e U nited States w hich 
can be cultivated w ithout irrigation ; but 
m ankind first chose th e deserts. 
T he des­ 
erts were easier to cultivate, easier to sub­ 
due th an th e forests. 
T he region from the 
A tlantic to the line of prairies on th e W est 
—say to Indiana, about th at longitude— 
th at region all through th e A tlantic and in 
the South w hich is heavily tirabeied was 
m uch m ore difficult to reclaim th an this 
desert, as we call it. 
T hose tim bered 
regions required a greater expenditure of 
labor, of toil, and of tim e, and are a great 
deal m ore difficult to reclaim th an th e a n d 
regions. 
if C alifornia had been first settled the 


IMMIGRATION WOULD HAVE SPREAD 
Over the desert; it w ould have been occu­ 
pied at once, and the A tlantic coast w ould 
have been untouched. 
T he chance we 
have for the settler in th e W est is better if we 
can appreciate it and enable him to appre­ 
ciate it. 
It is as great a heritage as we had 
for him in th e prairie, for forty acres of 
land properly irrigated anyw here in the 
arid region will support a fam ily as well as 
160 acres in a region cultivated by rainfall. 
Om land cultivated bv rainfall you m ust 
constantly use fertilizers. 
Fertilizers do 
not h u rt any land, bu t th ey can be dis­ 
pensed w ith to a greater extent w here you 
irrigate. 
Now, I w ant Congress to take this su b ­ 
ject up deliberately and see w hether it is 
proposed to collect the debt from m y State 
w hen nobody ever expected th a t it should 
pay it, w hen no m em ber of Congress w hen 
th e contract was m ade ever expected th at 
m y people w ould be called on to pay th is 
debt. T he only provision was, as I have 
before stated, th at it should be paid in 
freights and 
fares in th e 
G overnm ent 
service. 
As it has not been so paid I w ant 
an equitable view of th is question to be 
taken. 
T he am o u n t expended is sm all 
com pared w ith the expenditures o f G reat 
B ritain. 
It w ill no t be necessary to m ake 
large expenditures to reclaim ou r arid 
lands. 
T he use of th e Pacific R ailroad in ­ 
debtedness and proper surveys and land 
law s will go far tow ard accom plishing th e 
w ork w ithout large appropriations, because 
our people understand 


TH E PRIN C IPLE OF CO-OPERATION, 
A nd they can do a great deal if they have 
the proper surveys and railroad facilities in 
th at country. 
T hey, as a rule, construct 
these w orks, if you m ake th e law so th a t it 
is possible to com ply w ith it. T he principle 
of co-operation has been developed in th at 
country beyond the com prehension of or­ 
dinary raeii. 
I have seen the Feather river, 
a river larger th an th e Potom ac, carried in 
a flum e m iles in length, the w hole w ork 
having been done by vonng m en associat­ 
ing them selves together w ithout a dollar of 
capital bu t w hat thev dug from day to day 
ou t of th e gravel and th e sand. 
T he w ater 
w ould not be low enough so th at it could 
be carried in Humes u n til about th e 1st of 
Ju ly , and they w ould have to stop on the 
1st of October, giving only three m onths' 
tim e for m ining the bed of th e stream , the 
w ater of w hich was carried in flum es along 
the banks and over tb e heads ot the m iners 
w orking the gravel beneath. 
T here is no t enough m oney in th e B ank 
of E ngland or in th e T reasury of th e 
U nited States to hire th a t done by m en in 
th e short season o f low w ater. 
Nothing but vigorous oo-operation of 


m en w ith a high purpose could accom plish 
it. 
I f you let m e tak e you over th at re­ 
gion I w ill show you tu n n els from several 
h u n d red feet to several m iles in leDgth 
throngh h ard rock, w hich were constructed 
before w e h ad m achinery, g iant pow der, 
an d o th er m eans of rapid construction thin 
w e have now , bu t they w ere constructed by 
th e band-drill, and th e m en doing it sim ­ 
ply com bined, and they h ad not a dollar of 
capital w hen they began. 
P a rt of them 
w ould w ork at th a t and p art o f them 
w ould m ine som ew here else, and th u s they 
w ould be enabled to obtain th e provisions 
and tools for the others, and they w ould go 
on for years an d accom plish such w orks. 
I can take you to the m ountain ridges of 
C alifornia and show yon th e aqueducts and 
canals on th e very highest peaks in order 
to furnish w ater to the m ines. T hey had 
to bnild flum es across great chasm s and 
blast into the side of the m ountains for 
m iles and m iles in older to do i t 
H u n ­ 
dreds of m iles of th is k in d of w ork has 
been done by m en th u s co-operating to­ 
gether. 
T hey understand the principle of 
co-operation. 
I w ill go into the interior 
Stataa and T erritories w here m ining has 
been pursued, and I w ill show you how 
these people understand co-operation, and 
if you show them 20,000 acres o r 1,000 
acres o f good land, tell them , 
“ U nder 
proper regulations you m ay 
have this 
land if you w ill construct these w orks 
according to th e G overnm ent’s survey,” 
m aking 
such 
regulations 
as 
shall 
n ot breed m onopolies, providing th at each 
m an sh all have his hom e u n d er proper 
regulations—th at is th e question to be 
studied—th at can be done. 
Let our A m er­ 
ican people be allow ed to co-operate and 
they will accom plish m ore in developing 
this arid region th an all th at has been or 
can be done w ith B ritish capital in In d ia. 
B ut w hile I w ould no t advocate th e policy 
of expending G overnm ent m oney on a 
large scale to aid irrigation, still th e m ode 
I have suggested of diverting a part of the 
indebtedness of these roads to facilitate the 
w ork w ould be a great boon, an d no t only 
benefit the people and th e G overnm ent, 
bu t w ould fa m ish business for th e roads 
and enable them to com ply w ith th eir ob­ 
ligations. 
‘ 
T he people of the East can h ard ly credit 
th e results w hich have been brought about 
in conducting great enterprises in m ining 
an d other enterprises th a t have been con­ 
ducted by co-operation. 
Co-operation is a 
great power, and com bined labor is capital. 
A ll the fixed capital in th is country would 
not feed th e people a year. 
T he w ealth is 
in labor, in th e productive pow er of the 
country. 
Stop the production and every­ 
body w ould starve at o n c e ; bnt w hat the 
productive pow er of co-operation in a 
country like th at w ill m ake possible is im ­ 
m ense. 
M r. B lair—I should like th e Senator’s 
opinion upon a project of this kind: 
S u p ­ 
pose th at the G overnm ent claim should be 
discharged, w holly discharged, and then 
th e m ileage or fares, and perhaps freights, 
also, lim ited accordingly as in th e case of 
the lim itation o f charges along th e line of 
the New Y ork C entral R ailroad, so th at 
th e country at large by dim inution of 
charges w ould get the real benefit of this 
discharge of th e debt, collecting it in th at 
way, by a reduction of th e expense of 
travel and transportation. 
H as th at pro­ 
ject ever been considered ? 
M r. Stew art—I am considering a kindred 
project to th a t rig h t now . 
M y instructions 
propose to im prove these roads by buildiDg 
long tunnels, m ak in g doable tracks w here 
necessary, and building branches w ith this 
debt so far as it goes, and to supply the 
branches w ith business, have them con­ 
struct hydraulic w orks, to use th is m oney 
for th at purpose, and a t th e sam e tim e 
keep them free from debt an d pass such 
law s as w ill insure cheap transportation. 
I have th at idea em bodied in the resolu­ 
tion of instructions I offered. 
Sim ply re­ 
leasing th e debt w ould not accom plish 
w hat I w ant. 
I do no t w ant the debt re­ 
leased. 
I w ant th e m oney used to build 
m ore roads. 
M r. B lair—T h at is so say you w ould con­ 
tin u e th e tax on th e transportation of the 
entire country for the developm ent of th at 
locality? 
M r. Stew art—No, I w ould n o t; and I 
w ill tell you w hy I w ould not. 
M r. B lair—I th o u g h t th at was the Sena­ 
tor's suggestion. 
M r. Stew art—T he im provem ent of the 
m ain line, the construction of branch lines 
and irrigation worfcs, w ould enable the 
roads to furnish cheap freights and fares, 
aud Congress should retain the pow er to 
com pel them to do so. 
Mr. B lair—M ay I ask the Senator a ques­ 
tion ? 
M r. Stew art—Yes, sir. 
Mr. B lair—I should like to have the 
Seuator explain w hy it is, if th e road is re­ 
lieved of debt, or a portion of its debt of 
sixty-five or seventy m illion dollars, it 
will n ot be able to do th e business th at 
passes over it at a low er charge th an it 
w ould if it was obliged to take from th at 
business this sixty-five or seventy m illion 
dollars to pay the debt? 
M r. Stew art—If you take off th e debt and 
tru st to them to build th e roads— 
M r. B lair—I w ould suggest to the Sen­ 
ator, before he finds fault w ith m y con­ 
struction of his plan, th a t he understand 
th e qnestion I asked. 
M y question, w hich 
I see the Senator did not understand, was 
how , in his judgm ent, it w ould operate 
upon th e interests of th e country and of his 
locality to discharge the G overnm ent debt 
entirely—discharge it at once, discharge it 
absolutely, and then let the country take 
its benefit by a legalized reduction of fares 
and freights analogous to w hat prevails in 
th e case of the New Y ork C entral road? 
Mr. Stew art—I adm ire 
the Senator's 
liberality ip discharging th e debt at once : 
but if we give u p th e debt, w hat assurance 
have we th at the branch roads w ill be 
b u ilt? 
Mr. B lair—T hen m y suggestion was cor­ 
rect, th at th e S enator w ishes the debt to 
continue, in order th at transportation m ay 
cost as m uch as or m ore th an ever, and 
m oney th u s raised, instead of being paid by 
th e country at large, to be used in the still 
fu rth er developm ent of th at locality. 
Mr. Stew art—T he 
transportation w ill 
cost less, of course, if they have branch 
roads. 
T hey have got little business of 
any k ind along there, and they are com ­ 
pelled to charge for w hat little th ey do 
about all there is in it to carry it. 
Mr. B lair—Is it no t a fact th at the 
through business is now th e business very 
largely, and th a t tb e present prices for 
fares an d freights are paid by th e people 
of th e central and eastern portions of th e 
country? 
M r. Stew art — T he 
th ro n g h 
business 
am ounts to very little com paratively. 
It 
is the local business on w hich they m ust 
depend. 
M r. B lair—If there is no through busi­ 
ness across these trans-continental routes, 
for w hat purpose w ere they constructed 
and for w hat use are they now ? 
I did not 
fail to understand th at the Senator dw elt 
upon th e great an d patriotic purpose for 
w hich th is line was originally constructed. 
I have alw ays understood th at to be th e 
cause of th e n ation's contracting this high 
debt or giviDg th is system assistance. 
B ut 
tb e debt rem ains an d th e nation is u n d er­ 
taking— 
Mr. Stew art—Let m e ask th e Senator a 
question, now th at be has asked m e so 
m any. 
Mr. B lair—W ill th e Senator hear w hat I 
say in reference to the suggestions ? 
Mr. Stew art—A ll right. 
M r. B lair—I w ant him to understand m e. 
I will say to him th at I understand the 
reason w hy th e G overnm ent becam e in ter­ 
ested pecuniarily was to keep th e country 
together, to keep it nnited, and th at p u r­ 
pose has been attained, and th a t the public 
did not generally expect to collect this debt 
originally. 
It rem ains, and now th e public 
having obtained its first grand purpose in ­ 
sists upon its m oney also. 
T h at m oney 
m ust be collected out of the fares and 
freights of the roads, so th at it is a burden 
upou those w ho pay the lares and freights. 
Now, I understand th at about one-half of 
th is debt, the paym ent of w hich the Gov­ 
ernm ent has guaranteed, and w hich has got 
to be paid to private individuals or corpora­ 
tions any way. and beyond th a t is an addi­ 
tional debt of perhaps th e sam o ain o n n t 
m ere w hich is due direct to th e G overn­ 
m ent. 
Now, I m ake this suggestion, and ask 
th e Senator's view of i t : W hether for the 
general good of th e road and of the coun­ 
try it w ould or w ould not be a good m eas­ 
u re to discharge all th a t is owed to the 
G overnm ent directly, leaving only th at 
w hich is due on th e first original prim ary 
m ortgage, w hich m u st be paid, and the 
paym ent of interest on th e G overnm ent 
m ortgage, as I understand, so th at it m ust 
be paid anyw ay, but w hich is charged upon 
th e G overnm ent directly, and then m ake a 
corresponding and unequalized reduction 
of fares and freights so th a t th e whole 
country or w hoever pays a passage over 
the road w ill have th e benefit of it? T h at 
was tb e suggestion I m ade. 
M r. Stew art—I ask th e Senator if he is in 
favor of th at? 
M r. B lair—I have no t th o u g h t very m uch 
about that. 
I asked the Senator the ques­ 
tion. 
B nt I am inclined to th in k I w ould 
be in favor of th a t; b ut in m y belief there 
are others w ho understand th at great sub­ 
ject better th an I do, and as a result of m y 
belief I was questioning th e S enator h im ­ 
self, th in k in g h e was one o f those w ho 
knew m ore about it th an I do.

SETTLING THE RAILROAD INDEBTED­ 
NESS—THE NEW PROPOSITION AND 
ITS WISDOM. 
__ 
AVe complete this morning the publica­ 
tion of the speech of United States Senator 
Stewart upon the adjustment of the in­ 
debtedness of the Pacific railroads. Last 
Saturday the introduction of the able 
effort was given, and the proposition it ad­ 
vocates, to w it: that the sum of the in­ 
debtedness, when ascertained, shall be 
authorized by Congress to be expended in 
building branches of or feeders to the 
trunk lines, the construction of double 
tracks and similar improvements, and the 
establishment of irrigation systems along 
the arid country traversed by the trunk 
lines. 
The purpose of this wise scheme is to 
rehabilitate the roads with something of 
the vigor of which they have been, in 
large part, shorn by the policy of the 
Government in aiding competing and 
parallel lines, that had fewer burdens than 
the original roads, and were constructed at 
greatly less cost because under more ad­ 
vantageous circumstances. 
Under his 
proposition, the Senator showed that the 
United States Government will not only 
enable the debtor roads to meet their ob­ 
ligations, but the Government itself will 
be greatly benefited by the enhanced 
value of lands and the development and 
settlement of the country. 
The Senator sketched the history of the 
building of the roads, and pointed out 
that a policy compelling them to meet 
their obligations to the Government In­ 
payment to the Treasury must result in 
two things—cessation of improvement and 
extension, and the levying upon local 
traffic sufficient in increased and crippling 
charges to meet the liabilities, since the 
through traffic over these roads has been 
so greatly reduced by dilution among 
many. 
Coming now to the second portion of 
the speech, we find the points made by tlie 
distinguished speaker t ) be simple, clear 
and strong. The policy lie proposes will 
contribute to the upbuilding of the State 
of Nevada, as well as the enhancement of 
the value of the Government securities 
for the railroad debt. The United States 
did not originally contemplate the return 
of the aid extended to the railroads, and 
the debates in Congress clearly establish 
that the military and commercial neces­ 
sity for the roads were the overshadowing 
considerations for the aid rendered. As 
Mr. Ten Eyck, of New Jersey, put it at 
the time: 
The great object of the Pacific rail m al bill 
is to have a national means of communication 
across the continent. 
Mr. Wilson, of Massachusetts, also said 
to the Senate: 
As to the security the United States takes on 
this road, I would not give the pai*r it is writ­ 
ten on for the whole of it. I do not suppose it 
is ever to come back in any form except in do­ 
ing on the road the business we need, carrving 
our mails and munitions of war. In mv judg­ 
ment we ought not to vote for the hill with the 
expectation or with the understanding that the 
money we advance for this road is ever to come 
back into the Treasury of the United States. 
And as Mr. Clark, in the same debate, 
said: 
W hether I am right or not, I do not build the 
road because 1 think it is to be a paying road. I 
build it as a political necessity, to bind the 
country together and hold it together: and 1 do 
not care whether it is to pay or not. 
Senator Stewart, after other similar quo­ 
tations. makes the point that it was never 
intended that the indebtedness should be 
paid out of local earnings. While he did 
not complain of the policy that subsidized 
the comjieting lines, it should not lie lost 
sight of that the land grants to the North­ 
ern Pacific were worth twice as much as 
all the subsidies given to the Central and 
Union roads, including bonds and land. 
Loaded with a great debt, it will be mani­ 
festly unjust and unwise to compel pay­ 
ment from the Central Pacific without al­ 
lowing the sum to lie expended in develop­ 
ing the country it traverses; indeed, such 
development was one of the original pur­ 
poses ot construction and of the aid ex­ 
tended, and citations from the debates in 
Congress on the passage of the hill to aid 
the building of the road are made, forti­ 
fying the statement. 
Compared to the economy subserved, the 
aid rendered the subsidized roads was a 
mere bagatelle and statistical proof of this 
assertion is quoted. 
The Government 
has saved all the money it anticipated, 
but it has not allowed it t« the railroads. 
It was paying over??,000,000 a year for serv­ 
ice the roads were to and have performed, 
and that cost was a hundred per cent, 
more than the maximum interest upon the 
amount of the bonds secured by the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Extended quotations are made 
from the opinions of Justices of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States to show 
that the several acts of assistance must 
be interpreted in the light of the circum­ 
stances of the time of the grants, and that 
the railroad “ liability ” so much urged 
had lieen fully met and repaid since the 
Government received all the advantages 
it bargained for, and much more. 
Since then the United States has had 
the benefit of the expenditure constituting 
the debt, it will be the hight of unwisdom, 
after depriving a road of its through 
traffic so largely, after reducing its ability 
to pay, to force it into insolvency. It is 
wise to aid it, and the country it traverses, 
to new life, and thereby contribute to the 
wealth and importance of the United 
States as a whole. 
The arid region on the west slope of the 
Rocky mountains is an empire in itself. 
Great streams head on the range; thev 
need but proper diversion and utilization 
to bring the whole region into fruitful­ 


ness. 
The Egyptians accomplished a 
similar work eighteen hundred years be­ 
fore the commencement of the Christian 
era, and now the English propose to re­ 
establish it. The ancient irrigation works 
of Ceylon, those of India, Palestine, Per­ 
sia and other parts of the world all prove 
the practicability of the scheme proposed 
by Senator Stewart, for the railroad crosses 
the arid region west of the Rocky moun­ 
tains, which is capable of sustaining under 
reclamation to productive farms 200,000,­ 
000 of people. 
In the United States 
already over 0,500,000 acres of land are 
under irrigation, and proves to he of the 
best in the world. Put water upon the 
desert and it will produce marvelously. 
Irrigation renews and refreshes the val­ 
ley of the Nile, whose lands are as rich to­ 
day as they were a thousand years ago, 
and so it will be in the non-arid region 
west of the Rocky Mountains, under the 
stimulus and vitalizing influence of water 
artificially applied, and the enormous 
yield of these lands in question, under Ir­ 
rigation, is something difficult of realiza­ 
tion and sounding like the romance of 
magic. The Senator then points out that 
it has been the fate—and he might have 
added the desire—of man to do battle with 
the desert; it has confronted him but to 
be subdued, defied him but to be con­ 
quered. The forests were more difficult to 
contend with than the deserts, and it can­ 
not be doubted, therefore, that the Ameri­ 
can will triumph over the latter. Here we 
leave the consideration of the argument of 
the Senator, reserving contemplation of 
the summing up and the application of all 
the facts and reasons, for a third and final 
paper. 
THE RIVER PROBLEM. 
A report has been made by a sub-com­ 
mittee of the Board of Engineers ap­ 
pointed under Act of the last Legislature, 
authorizing inquiry into the condition of 
the navigable rivers of this State—to as­ 
certain what improvements are necessary. 
The sub-committee—AVilliam Ham. Hall— 
reports that the greatly large part of the 
swamp lands sold by the State to indi­ 
viduals have proved unproductive because 
subject to overflow. This non-reclama­ 
tion is, he holds, disastrous to the State, 
as the very purpose of the transfer of the 
lands to the State by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, and their sale by the former to 
the people, was the reclamation of the 
tracts, that the taxable values of the State 
might be augmented and the large swamp 
area be brought under cultivation. The 
failure is due to the incapacity of the 
rivers to carry their flood waters, and 
which incapacity has been increased by 
hydraulic mining. 
The rivers are the 
property of the Federal Government. It 
is in the valley sections, where they have 
the least capacity, where the greatest 
Injury has been done by artificial means. 
The present policy of the General Govern­ 
ment toward the rivers relates only to 
their navigability. They are easily navi­ 
gable in high water, and hence the Gov­ 
ernment engineers coniine their observa­ 
tions and labors to dealing with the rivers 
in low-water stages. As a result, little 
more is done than to remove snags and 
cut a few channels, the arterial drainage 
problems receiving no attention from the 
Government. To the prevention of over­ 
flow and the confinement of (food waters to 
channels, either natural or artificial, the 
Government engineers give no heed, 
and cannot, until the policy of the Federal 
Government regarding the rivers is modi­ 
fied and given broader application. But 
if this is brought about, the schemes to 
follow must be comprehensive, and not 
treat the rivers in part—that is to say, by 
halves. 
Mr. Hall declares that not only has the 
Federal •lovernment done nothing for the 
rectification of the rivers and the treat­ 
ment of their Hood waters, but it has en­ 
couraged practices that tend to reduce the 
carrying capacity of the streams and con­ 
tribute to their serious damage. I Ie reports 
it as his conviction that it is the duty of 
the Federal Government to take care of 
the navigable rivers and make them capa­ 
ble of carrying their flood waters. W hether 
by this he means the cutting of an addi­ 
tional or relief channels, as well as the con­ 
finement of the rivers and the increase of 
the volume and velocity of the current, he 
does not state. He holds that while it is 
the duty, beyond all question, of the Gen­ 
eral (lovernment to treat the rivers accord­ 
ing to a eompi ehensive system, yet it would 
be proper for the State to co-operate in 
such important work. He also holds that 
the reclamation of the rivers as drainways 
and to the higher purposes of navigation, 
is not reclamation of private overflowed 
lands, though the Government work will 
unquestionably enable private reclamation 
to be made. We are convinced that this 
conclusion is sound, since the improvement 
of the lower Mississippi lias proceeded as 
a need to navigation, though the benefit to 
adjacent lands wife a natural consequence 
Of course the Government should never be 
asked to engage in land-reclamation for 
private interests along navigable water 
ways, hut clearly it is its' duty to care for 
the navigable streams, as theengineer holds, 
for the navigable waters are the free high­ 
ways of ail the people. 
Mr. Hall holds that by pro|>cr treatment 
and which can be done by one authority 
alone, having absolute power to operate, 
and not limited to sections and divisions 
of the rivers, the navigable streams of the 
State can be made navigable the year 
round far up the valleys. There is, he 
suggests, a notable precedent for asking 
the Federal Government to modify its pol­ 
icy toward the California rivers, and this 
is found in the position the Government 
has for years assumed toward the Missis­ 
sippi. The rational improvement of that 
river is undertaken and carried on at 
public cost, the expense being met by Con­ 
gressional appropriation, and which now 
exceeds SI,000,000 annually. The work 
done u[»ou that river, and the reasons that 
led the Federal Government into its pros­ 
ecution are outlined and shown to he par­ 
alleled by the claims of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin, the demands of which are, 
in proportion to their importance, just as 
forcible and as well fortified by reason and 
a wise public policy. The Federal Gov­ 
ernment did not engage in its important 
work upon the Mississippi until it had 
been demonstrated that the efforts of the 
several States along the stream were fruit­ 
less, because not uniform, and not under 
one and absolute control. This being de­ 
termined the jieople applied to Congress, 
basing their claims upon the duty of the 
Government to conserve the integrity of 
the chief navigable river of the nation. 
All this preparatory way has been made 
for California, and the precedent estab­ 
lished of Federal concern in river restora­ 
tion. We are, therefore, in a }>osition to 
urge the claim of the State upon the at­ 
tention of Congress. The engineer calls 
attenion to one difficulty, and that is, that 
the engineers of the Government have 


uniformly been kept at arm’s length by 
Congressional committees, and are seldom 
received with favor by those bodies. 
Representatives in Congress are rarely en­ 
gineers, and therefore are not able to present 
the cases of the rivers strongly. We have 
not, as they have in England and in 
France, civil engineers regularly connected 
with river and harbor works, the Govern­ 
ment engineers being uniformly military 
engineers, and not given the opportumty 
to inform themselves upon river reclama­ 
tion and preservation and kindred work. 
These are the difficulties recited in the 
report with which the river question in 
California is confronted, and to remove 
them the report suggests that we should 
have in Washington such representation as 
will be able to present the technical mat­ 
ters involved clearly; to persistently nush 
the equitable claims of California rivers; 
to elaborate upon the greatness of the 
interests involved, and to make clear the 
benefits that must flow from a proper and 
early treatment of the rivers; to illustrate 
the entire subject with maps and drawings ; 
to prepare and supply the necessary data 
for the information of Congress and to ex­ 
plain the engineering possibilities. As to 
the Commission of Army Engineers already 
appointed, the report contends that such 
Commission is instructed to examine aud 
report upon the old lines only, and cannot 
take up the question of arterial drainage 
and the complete study of the river prob­ 
lem. If Congress can be induced to act in 
the premises as suggested, there must then be 
appointed a permanent Board to plan and 
carry out the work. 
Mr. Hall advises that the State Com­ 
mission proceed with its examination with 
the view of action by Congress being the 
ultimate outcome; that the Commission 
avail itself of all data collected; that it 
inquire into aud inspect the condi­ 
tion of the streams, 
and 
compare 
the results with earlier surveys ; ascertain 
the amount of leveeing and reclamation 
work along the rivers, and make up an 
account of flood phenomena from surveys 
of the past and other data. 
In brief, these are chief topics treated in 
the report. They are full of matter for 
profound consideration, and should have 
it. Mr. Hall’s views on the subject of 
river restoration were well known, but he 
is now acting in a new official capacity, 
and his report is to receive the approval 
or the adverse criticism of his associates 
upon the Commission. We present this 
extended sketch of the salient features of 
the suo-report, reserving comment upon it. 


T h e r e has been a great deal more of 
concern felt over the growing indifference 
to the Sunday, the one day in seven, than 
has been confessed. It has not been con­ 
fined to the church people alone, but has 
permeated many circles that move distinct 
from church association. The sentiment 
referred to has not run counter to such 
rational use of the day as good taste, the 
demands for change and the necessities of 
rest and recuperation dictate, even when 
these are manifest by indulgence in reas­ 
onable amusements. 
But it has been 
strong in opposition to the turning of the 
day into one of boisterous sport, carousal 
and rowdyism. The strength of the pro­ 
testing sentiment was made manifest re­ 
cently in San Francisco against the 
Sunday picnic, and operated so effectu­ 
ally as to enlist the co-operation of 
the chief 
lines of transportation of 
that city. In the East more recently 
the evidence of the existence of a strong 
public sentiment favoring quiet on the 
Sabbath anil some variation from the 
ruder activities of other days, has been 
manifest in the order of the railroad lines 
controlled by the Vanderbilt interest, by 
which observance of Sunday is directed by 
such cessation of labor as it is possible to 
secure without breaking up the connec­ 
tions of the week. Several other railroad 
lines a t. the East have resolved to co­ 
operate in the movement, and it seems 
likely to become general among the great 
carrier companies. 


SUNDAY UNION. 


T h e St. Louis Olobe-Democrat says: “It 
is a singular fact that much as has been 
written about Washington, particularly 
with regard to his superior personal virtue, 
there is nothing to show definitely that he 
was ever a member of the church. He 
attended* divine services regularly, and 
lived an honorable and exemplary life, 
but as to his being a communicant, the 
record is surprisingly uncertain.” Our 
contemporary is in error. '1 lie testimony 
is positive that Washington was a church­ 
man. Robert C. Wintlirop, in his paper 
on Washington in the American Cyclope­ 
dia of Biography, says that General Wash­ 
ington “was a vestryman of two parishes, 
regular in his attendance at one or the 
other of the parochial churches at Alex- 
dria or at Poluck, and both he and his 
wife were communicants.” Every fact of 
which Wintlirop treats he investigated, 
because in his paper he wa?. collating in­ 
formation to become standard authority. 
W inthrop is a careful writer and could 
not have been misled in making the 
statement quoted. John Marshal, in his 
‘‘Life of Washington,” says of the hero : 
“Without making ostentatious professions 
of religion, he was a sincere believer in the 
Christian faith and a truly devout man.” 


Som e one asks the Cleveland Leader 
if the rush for land in Oklahoma does not 
prove the theory of Henry George to be 
sound ? The leader replies very wittily : 
“ J ust go out there and preach Georgeism 
to the boomers and see how they will re­ 
ceive it.” That is to say, the rush, instead 
of proving for the George theory, is point 
blank against it. The boomers would re­ 
ply to any disciple of the George school, 
that they “ rushed” into Oklahoma to se­ 
cure land to own, disjiose of and bequeath 
as their own sweet wills dictate. 


T h e r e is one fact that may temper our 
feeling toward Prince Bismarck, in the 
matter of his unconcealed dislike for 
Americans. That is, that the German 
Socialists of this country are the most 
active workers in the Socialistic move­ 
ments in Germany, and that nine-tenths 
of the Socialistic literature now distributed 
throughout the Empire is printed in 
America, under the immediate supervision 
and by the order of Germans in America, 
many of whom are citizens of the United 
States. 
T h e r e has been something of a scare— 
in the newspapers—over the report that 
an English syndicate, backed by $10.000,­ 
000 capital,has been formed to control salt 
production in America. 
No alarm need 
be entertained on that score. 
Salt pro­ 
duction is too great an industry, too widely 
distributed and its sources of supply too 
many and abundant, to be cornered. 


It is announced that the general offices of 
the Atchison, Topeka ana Santa Fe will 
shortly be removed to Chicago from To­ 
peka. Traffic Manager White has already 
removed his office to that city, and Presi­ 
dent Strong will soon change his headquar­ 
ters from Boston to Chicago. The financial 
headquatttrs will remain in Boston.

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SWEET CHARITY. 


NOBLE WORK OF THE MiilOUE- 
RITE SOCIETY. 


The F ree K indergarten in the East­ 
ern Suburbs—Som e G ener­ 
ous G ifts—Etc. 


A little more than two years ago a half 
dceeu young ladies connected directly or 
indirectly with the Congregational Church, 
m et at the house of Albert Gallatin, at the 
request of Rev. W . C. Merrill, to discuss 
the feasibility of forming a perm anent or­ 
ganization for missionary and charitable 
work. After a full presentation of the plan 
of work it was decided to rent the church 
building at Twenty-third and K streets, 
with the view that, as soon as funds could 
be raised, the property shouid be pur­ 
chased. A t the next meeting a perm anent 
organization was formed with the follow­ 
ing officers : President, Mrs. Albert Galla­ 
tin; Vice-President, Miss Helen Smith; 
Secretary, Mrs. H elen Lindley; Treasurer, 
W . C. Merrill. After Mrs. G allatin’s re­ 
moval from tie city Miss Helen Smith be­ 
came President, and under her energetic 
leadership much work was accomplished. 
Very soon after the organization of the so­ 
ciety the Mission Sum 's/-school berame self­ 
supporting, and tlie atteniort of the young 
ladies was turned to the establishment of a 
free kindergarten; a bank account was 
opened, and the hard and almost thankless 
task was begun of agitating a new reform. 
Those who attended the course of lectures 
managed by them, and the elaborate en­ 
tertainm ents that contributed to the enjoy­ 
m ent of our people, will remember some­ 
thing of the 
earnestness 
and 
devotion 
shown in the work. 
Something over a 
year ago, Mrs. E. B. Crocker, learning in­ 
cidentally, through the Treasurer, of the 
work of the Society, offered (w ithout solic­ 
itation), to give $500 toward the purchase 
of the property. The oiler was made in 
the same spirit of generosity that has 
linked the name of that noble woman to 
almost every work of charity that has 
blessed our city, and was at once accepted. 
Aided by Frank Miller, a few hours solici­ 
tation among a few of our philanthropic 
business men secured the money needed, 
and the property was purchased. 
The 
building is about 30x40 feet in size, and the 
lot a forty-foot corner, running to the alley, 
furnishing a beautiful grass-plot for the 
children’3 playground. At the time of the 
purchase of the property, the members of 
the Society were as follows : Miss Helen 
Smith, Miss Helen Lindley, Mrs. W. C. 
Merrill, Miss Minnie Cluness, Miss Jessie 
Corliss, Miss F. de Laguna, Miss Frankie 
Anderson, Miss Ethel Anderson, Miss Car­ 
rie Goodhue, Mrs. 15. R. Howard, Miss 
Sadie Paine, Miss Laura Plant, Miss Lizzie 
Sm ith, Miss Joey Richardson, Miss Minnie 
Richardson, Miss Em ily Thompson, Miss 
K atie W adsworth, Miss Alcie Smith, Miss 
Alice Smith, Miss Mamie Barrett, Miss 
Eva Bennett, Miss Mamie Deming, Miss 
Eva Griffith, Miss Kitty Merkley, Miss 
May Oatrpan and Miss W ilkins. 
As the society is not incorporated, the 
deed of trust has been placed in the hands 
of four citizens, who hold the property for 
the use of the Marguerite Society. The 
Trustees are Llewellyn W illiams, Frank 
Miller, H. W einstock and W. C. Merrill. 
Just before his death, and as one of the 
last acts of his life, the late Charles Crocker 
sent to his neice, Miss Mamie Deming, a 
check for $260 for the use of the society. 
Such gifts as this and that of Mrs. Crocker, 
coming almost unsolicited, have been a 
great stim ulus to the young ladies to per­ 
severe in their work, despite the indiffer­ 
ence encountered to the new idea. It is 
not easy to institute reforms in any city. 
Agitation is especially difficult in a city 
like this, where there is a constant succes­ 
sion of amusements to hold the attention 
of the populace, and little real poverty to 
draw out the charitable instincts of the 
people. The idea was constantly encount­ 
ered that our public school system was, or 
ought toOe, the cure-all for every ill of 
child hum anity. 
It is not an easy m atter to impress upon 
the public mind the fact that the real work 
of education in morals, in manners, and in 
habits of observation—and hence of indus­ 
try, is commenced and very strongly de­ 
veloped while our children are upon our 
streets and in our alleys for three years 
before the school age is reached. 
It is not easy to lead a people engrossed 
in business and amusements of a varied 
character to realize how surely’ the whole 
career of life is moditied bv habits con­ 
tracted before the child is seven years of 
age. 
Yet, thi9 is the task that m ust be ac­ 
complished before kindergarten work will 
appeal to the popular mind so strongly as 
to compel its adoption as a part of our ed­ 
ucational regime. 
For some years this 
work m ust ba under the supervision of 
“ sweet charity.” and men who have money 
m ust co-operate with those who have the 
tim e to spare and are willing to sacrifice it 
to the education of popular sentim ent, by 
sustaining these schools and making clear 
to the people their beneficent result as fun­ 
dam ental to all later education, and abso­ 
lutely necessary to the symmetrical devel­ 
opm ent of the child and man. 
The initial work done by this little so­ 
ciety of young ladies has opened the way 
for w hat may prove a complete system of 
kindergarten work in Sacramento. W hile 
there is not that abject poverty here which 
appeals so loudly to charity elsewhere, 
there are moral conditions of" such a char­ 
acter. with a large laboring class who can 
ill ailord to pay for private instructions in 
kindergartens, that the need of such work 
is of utm ost importance to the future of our 
city. Those who have persisted in this 
agitation tor two years or more deserve 
much from our citizens for making so noble 
a work possible now of wide-spread adop­ 
tion. The Marguerite Society has done 
nothing hastily. 
Knowing how ephemeral 
much of our charitable work often proves 
to be, they determined to wait until they 
had property free of debt and funds to cover 
at least a year's necessities in sight. 
In March last, this was accomplished, 
and the school at Twenty-third and K 
streets was opened on a perm anent basis. 
About fifty little ones are in attendance, 
and more would be admitted if accomoda­ 
tions were sufficient. 
Already another 
room is needed for the work, and as soon 
as funds are offered it will be added. The 
principal of the school is Miss I’ullman, of 
Oakland, a thorough kindergartener, who 
understands the work in all its scope and 
detail, and who has already done much in 
the way of organizing the host of little 
ones into som ething like order in life and 
practice. The assistant is Miss May Jack­ 
son. also an experienced teacher, with a 
heart full of love for the little ones. The 
teachers are always glad to receive visitors 
and show them how much the kinder­ 
garten is to be preferred to the street and 
the alley as an educator. 
The 8ociety is justly proud of the founda­ 
tion work that has been accomplished 
here, and notes with joy the comparative 
ease with which other schools are now 
being formed. The present officers of the

FLUME AND BOOM. 


A GREAT SUGAR PINE REGION TO 
BE TAPPED. 


M anufacturing E stablishm ents to be 
L ocated at Folsom W ithin a 
Short Time. 


The American River Land and Lumber 
Company is the nam e cf a company organ­ 
ized in San Francisco, having for one of its 
objects the construction of a flume from 
township 12 north, range 12 east, in El 
liw ado county, down the American river 
to Folsom, lor the purpose of transporting 
logs and lum ber from the great sugar pine 
tim ber belt of the former region to mills to 
be erected at the latter place. The com­ 
pany is composed of Andrew J. Ralston, 
Charles P. Treadwell, Joshua Barkes, E. T. 
Ellis, H. P. Livermore, A. H. Cummings and 
ten others. It has already purchased a 
large am ount of tim ber land in El Dorado 
county and on W ednesday made final pay­ 
ments to the am ount of $48,000 on such 
lands. It is well known that there is in 
the neighborhood mentioned the finest 
sugar pine tim ber on the coast, but there 
has been no means of getting it to m arket. 
The flume which is to be constructed by 
this company will furnish a means of 
transportation and open up an entirely new 
lum ber field. 
Messrs. Cummings and Livermore were 
seen by a reporter of the R ecord-Union on 
Thursday and questioned in regard to the 
plans of the company. Both gentlemen 
were exceedingly reticent, and while ad­ 
m itting that the company had made the 
purchases referred to and was preparing 
for a business of great magnitude, declined 
to give any other particulars of their plans. 
A document has been tiled in the County 
Recorder’s office in this city, however, 
which discloses at ler.st a portion of the 
magnificent scheme which the company 
has in hand. It is an agreement between 
the Folsom W ater Power Company and 
the American River Land and Lumber 
Company, by which the lorm er grants to 
the latter the exclusive 
right to con- 
s'ruct and m aintain a boom or booms, 
for the purpose of holding and storing 
logs and timber in the still water formed 
by the construction of the Folsom dam. 
The water power company assigns to the 
lum ber company the privileges and fran­ 
chises granted it by the Supervisors of the 
counties of Sacramento, El Dorado and 
Placer, for the construction of 
timber 
booms in the American river above the 
dam. The grants are made upon the con 
dition that the construction of the boom 
shall be commenced within six m onths 
and prosecuted diligently to completion. 
For this privilege the lum ber company is 
to pay 50 cents per 1,000 feet, board meas­ 
ure, for all logs and timber received and 
handled. 
The water power company grants the 
lum ber company the right to build, m ain­ 
tain and operate a flume tor the transpor­ 
tation of logs from any point or points ou 
the upper branches of the American river 
to the still water basin at the dam, the 
flume to be completed within one year after 
the inauguration of the work, which m ust 
be commenced w ithin six m onths. For 
this the lumber company is to pay 25 
cents per 1,000 feet of lum ber handled" 
The Folsom W aterPow er Company next 
agrees to convey to the lum ber company a 
site for a sawmill, sash, door and blind 
factory, situated on the still-water basin 
formed by the dam. This site is to contain 
an area of 650x100 leet. The mill is to be 
connected by side tracks with the railway 
of the water power company running along 
the canal and connected with the Sacra­ 
mento Valley Railroad at Folsom. The 
water power company is to furnish the 
lum ber company with 500 horse power 
daily at the rate of fifteen cents per horse 
power for each operative day of not exceed­ 
ing twelve hours. The construction of the 
sawmill, sash, door and blind factory must 
be begun within one year and in oneration 
withiu six m onths after its completion. 
The water power company also agrees that 
it will convey, on the demand of the lum ber 
company, a suitable site for wood-pulp and 
paper-making factories at or near the lower 
term inus of the canal, the site not to exceed 
200 feet square, and to be so located that 
tim ber to be manufactured in said factories 
may be brought thereto in the canal. The 
site is also to be near the railroad. The 
water power company reserves the right 
to term inate this privilege if the lum ber 
company does not elect to avail itself 
thereof within sixty days after notice to 
select the site and enter into written con­ 
tract binding itself to begin the construc­ 
tion of the vrood-pnlp and paper factories 
within six m onths thereafter, and to ac­ 
tively push the work, so that the factories 
shall be in operation w ithin onevear. 
It is 
stipulated that the factories shall be of a 
capacity to utilize not less than 500-horse­ 
power for each operative day, and the 
water company covenants to "furnish all 
power needed, not exceeding In the aggre­ 
gate 1,000-borse-power—the price to bo 15 
cents per horse power. 
The importance of this great enterprise 
to Sacramento can scarely be over-esti­ 
mated. 
When this sawmill is erected and 
in operation, lum ber can be laid down in 
this city at a lower price than it can be 
landed in San Francisco by sailing-vessels 
from Oregon or Puget Sound. In his con­ 
versation with the R ecord-U n io n reporter, 
Mr. Livermore intim ated that there were 
other plans of the company which would 
be of still greater importance to this city 
than those mentioned in the agreement re­ 
ferred to. One of these is no doubt a scheme 
for furnishing this city w ith pure m oun­ 
tain w a t e r . ____________

O fficer F ra z e e O n D uty. 
Officer Frazee, who was suspended some 
two weeks ago by Chief of Police Lee on a 
charge of intoxication, reported on T hurs­ 
day evening and went on duty, having re­ 
covered from his illness. 
It is quite prob­ 
able that there will be no formal investiga­ 
tion by the Police Commissioners in re­ 
gard to his case. Chief Lee states that ever 
since the occurrence a great m any citizens 
have come to him and interceded for Fra­ 
zee, and earnestly requested that the latter 
be retained. 
Judge Buckley and Mayor Gregory have 
also been spoken to in Mr. Frazee’s behalf, 
and as they recognize hint as an efficient 
officer, there will probably be nothing 
further done in the matter. 


T b e E sta te o l ArVTJ. Stevenrs'thé Subject 
o f a L eg a l D isp u te. 
Judge Van Fleet's Court was occupied 
yesterday in hearing the objections filed by 
Mrs. May Hubbard to the first annual ac­ 
count of the executrix of the estate ef the 
late A. J. Stevens. The executrix is the 
widow of the deceased, and the contestant 
of the account is their daughter. The lat­ 
ter was represented by Messrs. Catlin & 
Blanchard, and Mrs. Stevens by S. C. Den­ 
son. 
Among the items to which reference 
was made in Court was a donation ot $2,000 
by the officials of the Southern Pacific 
Company to Mrs. Stevens, and which they 
declare, in an affidavit, was made to herself 
as the widow of a faithful official and em­ 
ploye of the company. This item, Mr3. 
Hubbard claims, should be returned as part 
of the estate. She also holds that the 
widow should have charged herself with 
some $300 receipts from the renting of 
rooms since the death of Mr. Stevens. 
There are several other items of sums paid 
out which Mrs. Hubbard claims her m other 
should have charged to herself instead of 
to (Its estate. 
During the hearing of the account and 
the interjection of objections thereto, Mrs. 
Stevens fainted on the witness stand, and 
her exam ination had to be postponed, she 
being excused. 
The case was resumed, however, on other 
points. The most interesting feature of 
the proceedings grew out of a petition filed 
by Mrs. H ubbard on the 23d of last month 
as one of the heirs-at-law. 
It seems that 
Mr. Steven9, in m aking his will, did not 
mention either his son (Fred) or daughter 
(May), but did mention the latter's child, 
for whose benefit he requested his wife to 
set aside $1,000 to be invested for the child 
and paid to him on reaching his majority. 
The claim of Mrs. Hubbard to an heirship 
at law is based upon the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 1307 of the Civil Code, which reads: 
W hen any testator om its to provide in his 
will for any of his children, or for the issue of 
auy deceased child, unless it anpeats that such 
omission was intentional, such child, or ihe 
issue of such child, m ust have the sam e share 
in the estate of the testator as if he had died 
intestate, and succeeds thereto as p:ovided in 
the preceding section. 
Counsel for Mrs. Stevens opposed Mrs. 
H ubbard’s claim to any portion of the 
estate, and argued that the omission of her 
nam e from the will was intentional; that 
the will was made by decedent when he 
was in the full vigor of health, with his 
m ental faculties unim paired, as proven by 
the fact that he was conducting affairs of 
great responsibility. Counsel held that the 
inference cf the law was that Stevens, bv 
not m entioning his daughter, but going 
beyond her and specifically providing for 
her child, intended to omit" her from heir­ 
ship to any part of the estate. In his argu­ 
m ent he quoted from a decision in a Mas­ 
sachusetts case (W ilder vs. Doss, 14th Re­ 
ports) in which the Court held that the 
naming of some person intim ately con­ 
nected with a child not provided for in a 
will wus sufficient evidence that such child 
or issue was not forgotten, and not acci­ 
dentally omitted. 
The petitioner's counsel held that under 
the Code of this State their client is. .amply 
protected in her claim to a share in the 
estate, and combatted tbe proposition that 
she was intentionally omitted from the 
will. 
During the argum ent counsel for Mrs. 
Stevens produced and offered in evidence a 
certified copy of a decree issued by Judge 
Clark in 1878, in which A. J. Stevens and 
wife were awarded the custody of their 
grandchild—by consent of their daughter 
and her husband, given in Court—they (the 
grandparents) legally adopting the child. 
The significance of this evidence lies in the 
fact that, if the child be a legallv adopted 
heir, the share that would fall to its mother 
—if her claim to heirship should be allowed 
—would be reduced from one fourth to one- 
sixth. 
Counsel for Mrs. Hubbard argued the in­ 
sufficiency of the document offered, and 
said that" a search of the County Clerk’s 
office failed to reveal the existence of the 
original or any record of such a n . order 
from the bench. 
Judge Denson replied that the County 
Clerk would be placed on the stand to tes­ 
tify that he had seen such an original 
document in his office while searching for 
other papers. 
The copy offered in evidence was made 
in 1879. and has been in the possession of 
Mrs. Stevens ever since. 
Its production 
was evidently a surprise to the counsel for 
Mrs. Hubbard, as they felt quite certain 
that no such evidence could be found. 
The further hearing of the case was con­ 
tinued until this m orning at 10 o'clock.

“ If we explain m atters,” said the man­ 
ager, “ they w ill think they are being 
cheated, and we shall have a free fight. 
The only tliiDg is for you fellows to get up 
some sort of a natural-like impromptu 
ending of the piece and ring down the 
curtain. 
Go right ahead, ladies and gen­ 
tlemen, and take your cue from Ned 
here," and he hurried away to get the lug­ 
gage aboard. 
Ned, of course, was Bas- 
sanio, and he resolved to rely on the ig­ 
norance of the V irginians of those days to 
pull him through all right. 
So when old 
George Rugglesr who w:is doiug Shylock, 
iiegan to sharpen his knife on his boot. 
Booth walked straight up to him and 
solemnly said : “ You are bound to have 
your pound of flesh, are you ?” 
“ You bet 
your life 1” said Ruggles. 
“Now, I’ll m ake you one more offer,’ 
continued Booth, “in addition to the big 
bag of ducats, 1’il throw in a keg of nig- 
gerhead terback, a shotgun and two of the 
best coon dogs in the State.” 
“ I’m blarmcd if I don’t do i t ! ” re­ 
sponded Shylock, much to the approbation 
of the audience, who were tobacco raisers 
and coon huuters to a man. 
“And to show th at there’s no ill-feel­ 
ing," put in Portia, “we’ll wind up with a 
Y irginny reel." 
W hen they got on hoard the steamer, 
the Captain, who had witnessed the con­ 
clusion of the play, remarked : 
“I’d like to see the whole of that play 
some time, gentlemen. 
I’m blarmed if I 
thought that fellow Shakespeare had so 
much snap in him .”

GREAT SETTLEMENT DAY. 


A P ecu lia r O b servan ce in a P en n sy lv a ­ 
n ia T ow n . 
^ 
[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 
Nowhere in the United States can be 
witnessed such a peculiar method of 
transacting business as that which yearly 
occurs in Chambersburg upon the 1st day 
of April, which is the Great Settlement 
Day, and has grown to be such a remark­ 
able and established institution. 
In Lan­ 
caster county, Pa., there is some approach 
to the practices here observed, but the im­ 
itation is only partial, and more im­ 
proved business methods are in vogue 
there. The peculiar custom of crowding 
the business transactions of the whole year 
into one day, of transferring thousands of 
acres of some of the most valuable farming 
land in the country and making hundreds 
of thousands of dollars change hands in a 
few hours is a spectacle which amuses 
those acquainted with the business meth­ 
ods observed elsewhere in the United 
States, and has in it many quaint and in­ 
teresting features. 
It is difficult to explain how the custom 
came to be observed. As far back in the 
history of the county as the oldest inhabi­ 
tant can recollect it has been the practice 
among 
the 
farmers here, particularly 
among the Mennonites and Dunkards, two 
religious sects which are very strong in 
the county, to so arrange their affairs that 
all their transactions in money and land 
should be consummated on April 1st. All 
agreements for the sale of land are so 
drawn as to make the title pass on that 
day, no matter how far distant it may be 
from the date of the agreement, and all pay­ 
ments upon the land are ananged so that 
they will fall upon the 1st day of April of 
the next or succeeding years. Leases of 
farming lands to tenants ujion sitares are 
drawn in the same way. This arranging 
for the 1st of April for a settlement day is 
not only a universal custom as to the land 
transactions, but it is carried into money 
lending and money borrowing in all its 
phases. When money is loaned and a 
judgment given in security the payments 
are all arranged so as to fall upon April 
1st, and it is the same case where mort­ 
gages are given, sale notes for cattle and 
farming machinery bought, and the public 
sales by farmers are dated in thé same 
way. Into the private transactions be­ 
tween one farmer and his neighbor across 
the road or across the fields the custom 
has also crept, until it now thoroughly 
pervades almost every form of business 
transaction the farmers ever have occasion 
to enter into. 
As a result of this strange arrangement 
the Great Settlement Day is the greatest 
day of the year to the farmer, his wife and 
his family. It is dreaded by the attorneys, 
Court-house officials and bankers, as well 
as by those who have payments to make 
and no money to meet them. Early on 
the morning of the 1st the town begins to 
assume an unwonted aspect of business ac­ 
tivity. From all points of the compass 
the farmers’ teams arrive in quick succes­ 
sion and overcrowd the hotels with guests. 
Their wives and 
daughters, eager to 
make their annual 
purchases of sup­ 
plies, quickly fill the stores and glad­ 
den 
the 
heart3 
of 
the tradesmen, 
while the fathers of the families make 
their way to the banks, Court-house and 
lawyers’ offices and begin the active busi­ 
ness of the day. The attorneys have the 
deeds and title papers already prepared, 
the banks have laid in a heavy supply of 
currency and the county officers have en­ 
gaged extra clerks for the great rush. 
The first act of many of the farmers is 
to go to their 
banks and draw out 
their deposits in cash. 
The 
average 
farmer neither pays with checks nor ac­ 
cepts checks. Uncle Sam’s greenbacks are 
the only things for which they will hand 
over their deeds or satisfy their judgments 
and mortgages. They look with great sus­ 
picion upon a check and have a decided 
preference for greenbacks rather than for 
the yellow-back gold certificates or the 
silver certificates. 
M an/have disdained the use of banks 
and hoarded up the money at their homes. 
An old leathern wallet, tied around with a 
knotted shoe-string, will often disclose 
thousands in large bank notes, 
in every 
nock and corner parties of two and three 
can be seen counting down their money, 
improvising a table out of a store box upou 
the sidewalk or any other convenient ob­ 
ject. Many thousands of dollars are openly 
displayed and carelessly handled, and it 
would seem to be a rich feast for pick­ 
pockets, but somehow they have never in­ 
vaded these preserves. Homespun and 
plain 
jean 
clothing, 
broad-brim 
hats, overcoats with capes, many with 
books and eyes instead of buttons, give the 
wearers of the costumes a quaint appear­ 
ance. The plain clothes give no sign of 
the great wealth in lands, stocks, bonds 
and cash which some of them possess. 
One peculiar feature of the transactions 
is the liquidation of many debtsby a single 
payment. It often happens that a group 
of six or eight farmers all have money 
owing to or from one of the others. A 
owes B $000, and B has arranged to pay 
to C the money he has received from 
A, and so on. 
If the first debtor is 
slow in paying, all parties are put back, 
but when the exchanges once begin to 
be made, they follow one another rap­ 
idly, and it is not uncommon to see $3,000 
or $4,000 of debts paid with a few hun­ 
dreds in money. 
The business of the 
banks is enormous. 
The transactions of 
the National Bank in these payments on 
Monday alone footed up to nearly $1,000,­ 
000. 
For years past efforts have been 
made by the lawyers to divide up the busi­ 
ness so as to extend it over several days, 
but they have been unsuccessful, and every 
year the crowds and the total of money 
transactions grow larger. Strange to say, 
with all the hurry and excitement, few 
mistakes are made, and the farmers still 
regard it as the best and easiest way of 
transacting their money aflairs for the 
year. 


TERRAPIN. 


A C om m on R ep tilia n In W »r T im es th e 
D e lic a c y o í T o-d ay. 
New Yorkers who were of the rising 
generation thirty years ago may recall the 
storv of an Arundel county man in Mary­ 
land, whose slaves rebelled because he fed 
them on terrapin instead of pork and ham. 
Delaware’s big statesman, old John M. 
Clayton, ooce bought an ox-cart load of 
the palatable reptiles for $1. 
They may 
also have been told that Lafayette, Corn­ 
wallis and Washington helped to soften 
the asperities of Yorktown by dishes of 
terrapin, but, for all that, the use of terra­ 
pin as a food is of comparatively recent 
date. The gastronomic excellence of the 
reptile was almost unknown as late as 1845. 
Now it is said that nearly a million of 
them are sent to market every season. 
In fact, one of the foremost industries of 
the Chesapeake region is terrapin farming, 
and out of that bay and the waters tribu­ 
tary to it no less than $2,000,000 are taken 
every year. That the little reptile could be 
1 ¡ought in ye olden tvme for a shilling may 
be true, but it is equally true that the pres 
ent price is, or will be when in a few weeks 
they begin to come to market, $30 a dozen.

The outlook for the coming season is good. J 
The terrapins are usually plentiful, and it 
is believed will be found to be of excellent 
quality. The demand, however, will prolt- 
ablv exceed the supply, so enormously has 
the appreciation of these animals grown. 
Orders for them in quantities come from 
all over the world. Regular shipments 
are made to England and France, as well 
as to Germany and Russia, and an Annapo­ 
lis firm is credited with sending them even 
to China and Japan. 
Though plenty, it is probable the high 
price of terrapin is due as much to the 
care and experience necessary to catch 
them as the demand that there is for them. 
They feed chiefly on water-cress and roots 
in great numbers in coves and other spots 
where this grass abounds. The creature is 
remarkable for its torpidity and yet withal 
it is one of the most elusive known. The 
hunters for terrapin need to be adroit and 
quick. Curiosity is the terrapin’s greatest 
weakness, and if they can be aroused suffi­ 
ciently to make them come to the surface 
of the water to find out what all the 
trouble is about their capture becomes 
merely a question of skill. 
They are 
caught after the manner employed in crab­ 
bing except no bait is used. The hunter 
usually raps sharply on the side of his 
boat to attract the attention of his prey, 
and when the terrapin comes to the sur­ 
face a cleverly-handled net scoops them 
into the boat. 
As to the best terrapin for eating, opin­ 
ions differ. 
The most accepted one, how­ 
ever, is that those about six inches long 
are the best. 
The very large terrapin are 
coarse, besides which they are generally 
expensive. Of late years terrapin farms 
have been increasing in Maryland, New 
Jersey and Delaware, and yet it is said 
that the industry is not the success that 
it might lie. 
To see a person attack a dish of terrapin 
for the first time is said to be an interest­ 
ing study. The idea that they are about 
to partake of boiled fish-worms seems to be 
the first that strikes them. 
Then, after 
much persuasion, they taste. One taste is 
generally enough—not to sicken them, 
but to make them patrons and lovers of as 
fine a dish as ever came from the hands 
of any chef.—N. Y. Mail ind Express.

The 
value of the uotes are in th eir entire frankness, 
and in the pur)>o6e they serve in illustrating 
how a great city im presses a young person from 
th e lar West.] 
N ew Y ork, A pril 26,1889. 
One with eyes cannot walk the streets 
of such a city as this and do no thinking, 
and make no comments. 
If a stranger, 
you cannot be unaware of the difference in 
places generally, and in particulars. 
One 
feels a peculiar thrill upon entering for 
th e first tim e such a great and truly won­ 
derful city as this. 
If you are fond of 
studying human nature there is ample op­ 
portunity atlbrded here, and for gratifying 
one’s curiosity. 
A ride upon 


T H E EL E V A TE D ROAD, 
Is almost the first attem pt the stranger 
makes at sight-seeing; and there is very 
much to be seen as you are spun upon your 
way along this winding road, over the 
heads of the m ultitude in the streets be­ 
low—indeed, living by houses, parks and 
the various novel sights on the line of the 
railway is a pleasant pastime. 
To watch 
your fellow-passengers is an occupation by 
no means to be despised. 
The variety of 
races represented amuses you. 
People of 
nearly all classes and color-, ages, sizes and 
nationalities m ingling democratically to­ 
gether, none speaking and each silently 
regarding his neighbors. 
It is especially 
interesting to ride on “ the elevated” early 
in the morning, or between the hours of 5 
and 6 in the evening, and though ‘’stand­ 
ing room ” only is the rule, you can busy 
and entertain yourself watching the busi­ 
ness men as they peruse their daily papers. 
T h eir faces are interestiug studies, as they 
reflect more or less the emotions of the 
readers. 
The man w ithout his newspaper 
on “ the elevated ” is a rarity indeed. 


ON' T H E STREET. 
Descending from the platform of this 
singular little street railway we quickly 
reach the busy street, and if it be Broad­ 
way, a stroll up th at world-famous thor­ 
oughfare is most inviting. 
“ F air women 
and brave men,” homely women and ugly 
men, the fashionable girl and the ridicu- 
ulous dude, his mouth, and in fact his 
whole face, screw ed out of shape to keep 
th e monocule in his eye—all these people 
hurrying, scurrying, hither, thither, a few 
sometimes stopping for a moment to look 
into the beautifully-dressed windows with 
their gorgeous displays, but as a rule “ mov- 
nig on.” 
This ocean current of hum anity 
is to the stranger interesting beyond de­ 
scription. 
In all the length and breadth of Kearny 
and M arket streets, iu San Francisco, you 
do not find that quiet elegance that you 
notice almost any day on Broadway and 
on Fifth Avenue. 
There is a certain style 
and ease of gentility about the New 
Y orker that is proverbial; yet it appears 
to me, on making comparison, th at there is 
a brilliancy and dash about the W esterner 
not to be mistaken. 
The kaleidoscopic 
view so dazzling to the eye in the Califor­ 
nia metropolis is not so noticeable nor so 
radiant here. 


T H E W EA LTH Y PEO PLE 
In New York generally drive, and hence 
are seldom seen to join in the promenade, 
liolden C ate l ‘ark cannot, of course, lioast 
of so much extravagance in display of 
wealth as is seen between 8 and -5 o’clock 
on the Avenue and in Central Park. 
It is 
a panorama passing description. 
Such 
dashing turnouts as you see here can be 
but feebly fancied by those who have not 
looked upon them in New York. 
They 
must be seen. 
Massive victorias, drawn 
by beautiful, high-spirited animals, in 
gold-mounted harness, and driven by a 
■Jehu who could not by any possible means 
be induced to turn his head either to 
the right or left, and who is apparently 
unconscious even of the presence of the 
liveried footman by his side. 
As a rule, 
these functionaries of the l>ox and whip 
are clean-shaven and look literally “spie 
and span.” 
If the family be in mourning, 
these men will be found attired in long 
black coats, depending to their heels, a 
wade band of black in their hats, and 
frequently 
the 
harness of the horses 
adorned with heavy, black tassels. 
W hen 
in half mourning, the wideband disappears, 
and a purple rosette is distinguishable on 
th e regalia of the horses. 


TURNOUTS. 
W hite kid and fawn-colored collars on 
horses are noticeable, and the conceit 
makes a striking and pretty ajqtearance. 
I >ne of the favorite single turnouts is the 
trim tau-painted 
buckboard. 
Tea-carts, 
dog-oarts, 
tilbury’s, 
buggies, tally-ho’s, 
and every known kind of conveyance can 
be seen daily on these fashionable drives. 
T he sight beggars description by a simple 
Sacram entan. 
Even though one cannot 
indulge in such luxuries, we can, to use an 
old and fam iliar phrase, “sit on the fence 
and see them go by,” and that is amuse­ 
m ent—or, shall 1 say entertainm ent— 
enough for one tim e at least. 
New York 
has 
A “ RIALTO,” 
N ot as the Kuro¡>ean knows it, hut it 
suffices here. 
For instance, it is a [wrtion 
•of Broadway, a few squares on either side 
0* Tw enty-third street, where well-known 
men of our times, of all tricks and trades, 
are wont to congregate and discuss the 
issues of the day or hour or each other. 
In wandering about froiu place to place 
you will see many qucbr and ludicrous 
sights. 
Standing the other day in a win­ 
dow of the sixth lloor of the Iloflman 
House, and looking out upon the surround 
ing housetops, a comical picture came 
w ithin the scope of my view. 
T he domes­ 
tics of the St. Jam es Hotel were out upon 
th e roof for a breath of fresh air, and they 
were indulging in an impromptu soiree. 
They were evidently enjoying their breath 
ing spell. 
1 had heard of "dancing in ¡ 
barn,” bnt waltzing on a housetop was a 
novelty that had its ludicrous side for me, 
and illustrates a phase of life in a crowded 
City. 
There is ample opportunity here for 
picking up m aterial for ¡am pictures. 
The 
eye is 
CONSTANTLY ATTRACTED 
Toward something new aud unfamiliar, 
giving to life here that variety and spice 
exhilarating to all people, and especially 
delightful to the visitor for curiosity. 
To 
the New Yorker this city abounds in 
attractions, and there certainly is no place 


in America to compare with it. 
Imagine 
the vast number of curiosities and sights 
th at appeal to the stranger. The famous 
Eden Musee is one of tnem, where you can 
scarcely believe your eves, and you wonder 
really w hether or not the figures are wax 
or veritable flesli and blood. 
Probably 
one of the best things in the Musee is the 
“Secret 
Meeting 
of 
the 
Anarchists.” 
A nother feature, astonishing in its mechan­ 
ism, is the chess-plaving automatom. 
It 
is an Oriental figure, which Ls apparently 
wound up like any other machine, and it 
will play, it is alleged, with anyone who 
will pay his ten cents. 
I t has never been 
vanquished at chess, they say, but has 
played several drawn games. 
Its wonder­ 
ful success is, of course, em phatically as­ 
serted to be a mystery. 
Barnum ’s “G reat­ 
est Show on E arth” is just at this season 
in full sw'ing and drawing thousands of 
people w ithin its gates, even in a city so 
full of places of amusement as this is ." In 
its spacious inclosute are carried on all 
kinds of performances suitable to the ring 
and am phitheater, and a traveling circus 
is the tamest of imaginable things com­ 
pared w ith this great enterprise. 
The 
evening I attended, the veteran showman 
of America him self occupied his box and 
looked on, critically attentive. 


PLACES OF INTEREST. 
The numerous theaters, museums and 
art galleries ; the beautiful churches, old 
kirk yards—where repose the remains of 
many of M anhattan’s old Knickerbockers 
—are most interesting. 
The Produce 
building, “ way down town,” is a grand 
place from which to obtain a fair view of 
the city and surroundings. 
The elevator 
takes you to the fourteenth story; you 
then ascend two flights of stairs and reach 
the tower. 
The view from this point is 
unsurpassed on a clear day. 
Governor’s 
Island, where General 
Hancock d ie d ; 
Bedloe’s Island, on which stands “ Liberty 
Enlightuing the W o r l d t h e Brooklyn 
bridge, in all its majestic beauty, on which 
the really graceful trains of cars cross and 
recross constantly, and under its spacious 
spans m yriads of vessels are flitting in and 
out; the Hudson river, its banks lined 
with all sorts of crafts ; the Jersey coast, 
and on all sides M anhattan Island and 
this great metropolis. 
Several majestic 
ocean steamers were steaming along in 
both directions on the day of which I 
write, aud the sight of all" these stately 
and moving things and the busy landscape 
was soul inspiring, and set me "to thinking 
deeply of the marvels of the .nineteenth 
century and the wondrous works of man. 
The famous Castle G arden is distinctly 
seen from the lofty building, also the his­ 
toric Battery. 
But one pair of eyes can­ 
not take it all in and one untried pen can­ 
not sketch even all one pair of eyes can 
see. 
A SOMBER SIDE. 
There is a somber side of this city, and 
to see it we may go back to our jilace in 
the cars of the elevated train, for it passes 
t lire ugh some of the poorer streets of New 
York, and the sight of poverty displayed 
in the tenements along the line of the road 
is more than pitiful. 
W hole families are 
to be seen crowded into cramped and nar­ 
row space encamping in misery. 
L ittle 
ones whose garments seem hanging together 
only by threads, with funny little frowzy 
heads and dirty faces, are countless on 
either side as they lean from the windows 
and wistfully watch the passing trains. 
On the street little ragged urchins run by 
your side begging penuies—and if you give 
a copper to one, in a flash the gamins pop 
up at every turn and nearly every yard, 
until you wonder where they spring from 
so mysteriously and on the spur of the 
moment. 
Some idea of 


DESTITUTION 
In the midst of the great wealth of a 
great city can be formed from the fact that 
it is common here to see a 9-year-old pov­ 
erty child picking up coal enough to keep 
the family in fuel all winter. 
Coming 
from Niblo’s Theater the other afternoon 
with a friend, we saw just ahead of us a 
middle-aged man stoop and pick a dry 
crust from the pavement and eagerly de­ 
vour it, and such sights are by no means 
uncommon. 
It was dreadful to look at a 
human being in such apparent distress. 
We hurried by in order to get a look at 
his face. 
W e saw at a glance he was not 
drunkard. 
H e was w hat you would 
call one of the “ shabby genteel,” so many 
of whom you see here. 
W e hesitated 
about offering him anything, for he ap­ 
peared to have about him an air of refine­ 
ment, but to think of him eating dry 
bread picked from the edge of the side­ 
walk too plainly portrayed destitution. 
Accosting him, we handed him some 
silver. 
H e looked at the money, then at 
us; took it; simply said, “ Thank you very 
m u ch ;” brushed his rough coat-sleev’e 
across his eyes, and went on his way. 
Anywhere, almost at any time, you can see 
beggars of all descriptions—they are fear­ 
fully plentiful indeed. 
Sitting on steps 
leading up to public buildings, leaning tip 
against latnp-posLs—dragging along the 
walk, delving in the gutters—poverty faces 
you at every turn. 
Ixjoking in at the 
same beautiful window are the rich and 
the poor. 
One goes in to buy, the other 
looks, sighs and passes on. 
Í had read of 
all these things, but had forgotten them 
until brought face to face with the reality. 
It is well there is a bright side to life iu 
this great city, for assuredly there is mis­ 
ery enough to be seen on every hand, 
though the most squalid examples I have 
not looked upon in these dismal and mis­ 
erable quarters, where 
the busy, • well- 
dressed throng never go. 
But enough is 
to be seen upon the highway where wealth 
and poverty, happiness and sorrow, joy 
and misery, enervate sons of rich parents, 
ami the children of bitter want move to­ 
gether, and jostle one another in the 
streets of Gotham, where the scenes are so 
varied that they confuse a country girl 
and exceed my ability to even enumerate. 


REMINISCENT. 
I had the pleasure the other evening, in 
company with some friends, of dining with 
Agnes Booth-Schoeifel, aud it was both de­ 
lightful and instructive to listen to her 
relation of exi>erienee in California when 
it was verily the “ Golden W est.” 
It was 
very amusing to hear her tell of making a 
stage of the dining-room table, and when 
no such luxuries were to tie had, they 
played on the bar, and the bar-room was 
the auditorium of the theater. 
A t times 
the company would travel in large wagons 
and play wherever they m ight stop for the 
n ig h t; but those necessities, I tell her, 
have all disappeared in California now. 
Mrs. Booth is an intensely interesting 
wornau, and her stories were revelations 
to us on th at evening, and especially so to 
me, as they were told mainly for my benefit. 
“ Can you always tell a Californian 
abroad?” 
No; though in meeting them 
in traveling there is always th at friendli­ 
ness and “hail-fellow-well-met” sort of a 
feeling about them foreign to the Eastern 
l>eople. 
But you meet delightful people 
everywhere, nevertheless. 
W e are a new 
family as vet, but we are not slow to learn. 
We have our Arcadian climate, but here 
there is no clim ate to speak of, or to much 
variety, just as you desire to term it. 
You 


are never safe without your umbrella; 
however brightly the sun may be shining 
when you start out, you may reach home 
in the midst of a thunder-storm.

Edwin Booth has regained his health, 
and is able to read his obituary notices in 
the various periodicals, and after all the 
scare there is no cause for tears. 
As to 
this illness of Mr. Booth’s, the excite­ 
m ent was one of those unfortunate mis­ 
takes th at will occur, and while Mr. Bar­ 
rett rejoices in the recovery of his friend, 
he truly laments Jiis now hasty words, the 
result of sudden fright and loss of presence 
of mind. 
If only we could always door 
say the rig h t thing in the right place.
